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Suburban Republicans End Season With Losing Record

Suburban Republican voters finished a 


long election icason with a losing record 
on the national, state and county levels: 
Won, 5; Lost, 7; one In doubt 


In localized races, suburbanites mostly 


went with the known quantities, reelec- 
Ung Incumbents down the line In five 
state legislative districts and returning 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane to Congress 
with • vast majority In the 12th Congres- 
sional District The exception to the rule 
of Incumbency was In the new loth Con- 
gressional District, where voters picked 


Republican Samuel H. Young of Glen- 
view over incumbent Democrat Abner 
Mikva, although Mlkva is an incumbent 
in another district 


Suburban voters bucked a losing tide in 


delivering heavy votes for Gov. Richard 
B. Ogllvie and secretary of state candi- 
date Edmund Kucharski. 


But they cast the decisive vote in the 


Big One, giving Bernard Carey a nearly 
2-1 suburban margin over State's Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahan to provide the 
votes he needed to overcome a sur- 
pringly slim Hanrahan lead In Chicago. 
In the townships of Maine, Elk Grove, 


Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheeling 
alone, Carey piled up nearly a 100,000 
vote lead over Hanrahan. 


Thousands of suburban Republicans 


who had switched to the Democratic 
Party primary In March to vote for Dan 
Walker and Hanrahan returned to the 
fold, giving Gov. Ogilvle nearly a 2-1 
edge in the five Northwest townships, 
and a better margin to Carey. 


But Ogilvie's suburban margin proved 


of no avail, as did those of Kucharski 
and five of the seven GOP candidates for 
Cook County offices. 


THE OUTCOME of the state comptrol- 


ler's race, in which the suburbs went 
heavily for Republican George Lindberg, 
state representative from Crystal Lake 
was still in doubt late yesterday. With 
97.7 per cent of the vote reported, Lind- 
berg held a lead of 2,155,461 over Down- 
state Democrat Dean Barringer's 
2,029,786. 


As county results continued to accumu- 


late yesterday, Republicans Donald Mu- 
lack, who sought the job of county coro- 
ner, and Lucy Reum, candidate for 
recorder of deeds, were holding nearly 
2-1 advantages in the suburbs, but they 
were overcome by the strong Democratic 


vote in the city for incumbents Andrew 
Toman and Sidney Olsen. Republican 
Robert Sklodowsld failed to match the 
suburban showing of his running mates 
in the suburbs, running something under 
60 per cent while gaming only about 34 
per cent in the city in his bid against 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher. 


Despite heavy suburban margins for 


the three Republican candidates for the 
board of trustees of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, only Republican Joan 
Anderson of Western Springs salvaged a 
seat on the board in the face of the over- 


whelming Democratic vote in Chicago 
for that race. 


The suburbs followed the state and na- 


tional tides in the victories of Sen. 
Charles Percy and President Nixon. The 
five Northwest suburb townships, with 
only scattered precincts not reporting, 
showed Percy with a margin of 146,767 
over U.S. Rep. Roman Pucinski's 53,548. 
In those townships, the President had ac- 
cumulated 138,586 votes over Sen. 
McGovern's 47,180.

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Downey Press 
Parley Causes 
Much Speculation

Speculation by local politicians of a 


break between Hoffman Estates Mayor 
Fred Downey and other village Republi- 
cans was encouraged when a press con- 
ference was announced by Downey late 
yesterday. 


Downey called the press session for 10 


a.m. Saturday in the village hall at 1200 
N. Gannon Dr. It is the first such confer- 
ence in his administration. Village Re- 
publican leaders suggested Downey will 
announce his intent to seek reelection as 
an independent 


Downey was slated by the Republican 


Organization of Schaumburg Township 
(ROOST) In 1969, and ran on a platform 
to clean up village government 


"WE'VE HAD Indications Fred's going 


to run for mayor on his own," sold Com- 
mltleeman Donald Tottcn late yesterday 
on learning of the press conference. The 
ROOST executive board will meet today 
or tomorrow to decide whether to run a 
slate in April village elections, said Tot- 
ten. 


If the party takes the option to field 


village candidates, the slate will h* cho- 


sen by convention, ToUen added. 


"From the looks of the Republican 


Party In the village, Fred may not be too 
successful in the convention," said Tot- 
tcn. 


Downey himself said only "I just have 


some information that I think will be In- 
teresting to the press. I don't coll press 
conferences very often. I think this is my 
first one." 


When asked if he.would seek reelec- 


tion, and run with thq GOPs, Downey 
added only "those are good questions." 


VILLAGE TRUSTEES were taken by 


surprise by the announcement, all In- 
dicating Downey had not confided his in- 
tentions to them. And although the con- 
ference is to be in village hall, Village' 
Mgr. George Longmeyer had not been in- 
formed it was scheduled. 


Only one trustee indicated he would not 


support Downey as a ROOST candidate. 
Edward Hennessy agreed he is consid- 
ering running for the mayoral post him- 
self.

Republican judge Mary Anne Evert in 


Precinct 22 complained that James 
O'Conner, with credentials from Bar- 
rett's office, "shoved me away from a 
voting machine when 1 refused to allow 
him to go inside."

Easy Victory For Illinois House 
It's 'A Happy Day9 For Don Totten

Holding the largest number of votes 


among four candidates in the 3rd District 
State House race, Donald L. Totten of 
Hoffman Estates admlttes Tuesday to 
having had "a pretty happy day." 


It was also a busy one as Totten Tues- 


day played a dual role as legislative can- 
didate and Republican commltteeman in 
Schaumburg Township. 


His election assured, Totten said he in- 


tends to retain his post as com- 
mltteeman. "It's too much fun to give 
up," said the man his co-workers de- 
scribe as "the sliderule." 


Totten's easy victory for the legislative 


post was predicted months ago when 
primary race totals showed him a top 
vote getter. 


Tuesday's election put him on top of 


the heap again as Totten drew 79,961% 
votes in the five townships within the dis- 
trict. 


His Republican running mate Virginia 


Macdonald of Arlington Heights won a 
seat in Springfield with a total of 68,342 
votes. Both Totten and Mrs Macdonald 
were running for the Illinois House foi 
the first time. 


"IN REPUBLICAN townships we both 


knew we would be winners," said Totten. 


"The real race was between the two 
D e m o c r a t i c candidates. Incumbent 
Democrat Eugenia Chapman of Arling- 
ton Heights retained her Springfield seat 
with 53,980 votes while Democrat John P. 
Kelly of Schaumburg lost the contest for 
the third seat with 33,326 votes. 


Totten expected victory Tuesday in his 


own Schaumburg Township, but was ex- 
tra pleased with his showing in Palatine, 
Elk Grove, Wheeling and Maine town- 
ships where he did very well. 


He was top vote getter in all but 


Wheeling Township. 


Totten, his fingers on an adding ma- 


chine and a telephone at his ear, is a 


familiar sight in Schaumburg Township 
Republican Headquarters. 


Totten, the committeeman, sat at the 


tabulating charts until late in the evening 
election day, and barely took time to ac- 
cept congratulatory handshakes on his 
efforts as a candidate. 


"I know I've won, but this is a job I 


enjoy also," said Totten. 


IT WAS LATE when Totten arrived at 


the Golden Acres Country Club where a 
victory celebration had been going on 
since 8 p.m. He walked around shaking 
hands and thanking "the best workers a 
committeeman could have." 


Totten, 39, knows the role of a worker

In the township. He's done it all. Totten 
moved to Schaumburg Township from 
Chicago in 1959 and joined the organiza- 
tion in 1961, starting out as a block cap- 
tain. Since then he has been precinct 
captain, member of the executive board, 
president of the Republican organization 
and committeeman for two terms. 


When Totten announced his candidacy 


for the legislative post he said Schaum- 
burg Township should have someone in 
the legislature. "A state representative 
could have tremendous local effect," Tot- 
ten said.' 


He believes his job as committeeman 


will give him close rapport with the area 
residents and they in turn will nave 
someone in Springfield. 


Totten stressed decentralization when 


he talked about governmental responsi- 
bilities as a candidate. Services to the 
public are most desirable when provided 
by private enterprise, less so by local 
government and least from state and fed- 
eral government was the base of Totten's 
philosophy. 


Although Totten does not expect to vote 


for increases in taxes, he said he may 
consider alternative taxes and predicts 
the state will have to look for an alterna- 
tive to real estate taxes.

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Carey Win Seen As Very Significant For Republicans

Republican Bernard Carey dealt a 


•taggerlng blow to the Cook County 
Democratic machine Tuciday by defeat- 
ing Edward Hanrahan for state's attor- 
ney in what must be considered one of 
the moat serious political upsets in re- 
cent years. 


Political observers yesterday said the 


decisive Carey victory may have sig- 
naled the beginning of the end of the 
Democratic party's control of the county 
as well as the political career for the 
controversial Hanrahan. 


Carey, a former FBI agent and under- 


sheriff of Cook County, combined a 
heavy GOP vote In the suburbs with a 


remarkable showing In Chicago to unseat 
the Incumbent Hanrahan, who campaign- 
ed on a tough, law-and-order platform. 


With 5,084 of the 5,261 precincts report- 


ed countywide, Carey led Hanrnhnn by 
almost 130,000 votes, with 1,167,872 voters 
casting for Carey and 1,038,666 for Han- 
rahan. 


IN THE 27 SUBURBAN townships, 


Carey grabbed 60.6 per cent of the vote, 
outdistancing the fiery Incumbent by 
more than 200,000 votes. Carey received 
575,3*4 votes in the suburbs to 374,916 for 
Hanrahan. 


The key to Carey's upset victory, how- 


ever, came in the City of Chicago, where 
Carey received slightly more than 47 per 


cent of the vote, based on unofficial re- 
turns. 


With 3,064 of the city's 3,209 precincts 


reported, Carey trailed Hanrahan by 
only slightly more than 70,000 votes. 


Based on the incomplete 
returns, 


Carey appeared to have carried at least 
.21 of the city's SO .wards, with 663,750 
votes for Hanrahan and 592,478 for 
Carey, or 47.2 per cent of the votes 
counted. 


Carey also carried 21 of the 27 subur- 


ban townships, including the five in the 
Northwest suburban area — Elk Grove, 
Maine, Palatine, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling. 


Hanrahan appeared to have won only

At 8 p.m. at Percy's Sheraton-Chicago 


headquarters, reporters were groping for 
stories for their early editions. The tele- 
vision personalities, with a more Imme- 
diate deadline problem, taped early re- 
ports. They talked about the screno 
scene In the grand ballroom. Of course It 
was serene I It was only 6 p.m. and the 
people getting out the vote had not even 
left for the hotel 


WGN-TV's Nina Herman ran through 


four attempts at a plausible opening 
night spot before she finally hit on one 
with no mistakes in it All the time she 
was given moral support by her director 
who calmly yellod for all to hear, "Don't 
•worry about a thing, Nina. Only millions 
of people are watching you." Amused

were WLS-TV's John Drury and NBC's 
John Palmer. 


AT 7 P.M., PERCY appeared on a live 


telecast with Drury that was broadcast 
nationwide. ABC prognosticated that 
Percy would finish only slightly ahead of 
Puclnski, a statement that surprised the 
senator because he knew it couldn't be 
right. He answered politely that he would 
bo happy just to match his victory total 
of 1966 when ho defeated incumbent 
Democratic Sen. Paul Douglas by 422,000 
votes. 


Percy answered the next question by 


saying "speculation is unfounded" that 
he would run for president in 1S76. He 
referred to other possible standard bear- 
ers, including senators Robert Taft, How- 
ard Baker and Edward Brooke and 
added he looked forward to his next six 
years In the senate. 


Then the national television com- 


mentators,. Howard K. Smith and Harry 
Reasoner, asked the senator about his re- 
action to* President Nixon's and his own 
impending victories. He said he was 
pleased with both prospects. His wife, 
Lorraine, and son, Roger, nodded their 
approval 


By 7:30, NBC had projected Percy 


would win the election by a bigger mar- 
gin than he did in 1066 and certainly by a 
wider margin than WLS predicted just a 
half hour earlier. Percy, interviewed by 
Palmer, said once again he was gratified 
with the results, again insisted he looked 
forward to another six years in the Sen- 
ate, again asserted It was a great victory 
for Richard Nixon. He was all apple pie 
when he said, "It's time torally behind 
the nation, the flag and the president." 


Percy then made the rounds of the 


various clusters of supporters and well 
wishers, went back to his room to follow 
the television account of the races across 
the country and finally made his accept- 
ance speech. 


The long campaign was finally over. 


And, as one Percy .aide said two weeks 
ago, "The best thing about this campaign 
is that it will finally come to an end."

Maine and 
Schaumburg townships delivered mar- 
gins of only slightly less than 2 to 1 for 
Carey.

Retaining the state's attorney's post 


was deemed critical by the county Demo- 
cratic party because the officeholder has 
the power and authority to investigate 
and prosecute any and all incidents of 
corruption within county government. 
Hanrahan, first dumped by the party, 
then welcomed back after his own upset 
victory in the March primary, had the 
enthusiastic support of Mayor Richard 
Daley for the post. 


THE JUBILATION AT wresting the of- 


fice from the Democrats for the first 
time in 16 years, was diminished by loss- 
es in most other races on the county tick- 
et. 


Democratic incumbents won reelection 


to three more county scats, Including the 
important office of clerk of the circuit 
court. 


Reelected Tuesday were Democrats 


Matthew Danaher, clerk of the circuit 
court; Dr. Andrew Toman, coroner; and 
Sidney R. Olsen, recorder of deeds. 


Danaher defeated Park Ridge attorney 


Robert Sklodowski, taking 57 per cent of 
the total county vote, including more 
than 65 per cent of' the Chicago vote. 
Sklodowski's 56 per cent in the suburbs 
was not enough to offset the city margin. 


Republican Lucy Reura came closest 


to overtaking her opponent, Olsen, losing 


by less than 1 per cent of the total county 
vote. 


IN THE RACE for coroner, Donald 


Mulack, the Republican, lost to Toman 
despite taking 63 per cent of the vote in 
the suburbs and almost 49 per cent in the 
city. 


The referendum, strongly supported by 


Mulack, which will abolish the coroner's 
office as of 1976, was endorsed by the 
electorate by an overwhelming majority. 


A second Republican was victorious 


Tuesday in the county. 


Joan Anderson defeated Democrat 


Charles Coleman for one of three seats 
on the board of trustees of the Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District Although receiving 
large margins in the suburban vote, Re- 
publicans Abe Eiserman, an incumbent, 
and Robert Power were defeated by 
Democrats Joanne Alter and William 
Jaskula. 


When the vote is made final, it will 


mean the board will comprise eight 
Democrats and one Republican, Mrs. An- 
derson.

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Board Favors Court Branch 


Over the objections of Mayor Fred- 


erick Downey, the Hoffman Estates Vil- 
lage Board Monday Indicated its favor 
toward the location of a branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court in the new munici- 
pal building. 


• Formal action on a motion to accept 
the branch was deferred two weeks, to 
permit Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 
to determine whether the court would 
handle only traffic cases, or whether it 
might also handle criminal cases, rang- 
Ing to the seriousness of murder trials. 


Downey expressed strong objections to 


accepting the branch, and urged the 


approved the Idea because of con- 
venience for village residents and the po- 
lice department.

Downey noted suburban residents are 


charged court costs when they are 
charged with traffic violations or crimes, 
while persona charged and appearing in 
courts In the City of Chicago are not re- 
quired to pay costs. 


Yet the court would pay no rental for 


the use of the village hall, Downey said. 


THE MAYOR listed eight reasons for 


his opposition. Village taxpayers, who 
now are paying for their new village 
hall, should not subsidize (he county 
courts, by providing facilities with no 
rent income, he said. The court would 
cause congestion both In parking areas 
and inside the building three Fridays a 
month, said Downey. 


The congestion would disrupt the activ- 


ities of village employes. The use also 
would cause wear and tear on furniture, 
council chamber benches and rcstrooms 
In the buildlnr. The village would be re- 
quired to devote more man hours to 
clean up tasks, Downey noted. 


Having arraignments and possibly 


trials on criminal charges might strain 
the Jail facilities, Downey added. 


Downey suggested the board consider, 


If It desires holding a court in the village, 
locating It In the old municipal building.

Number For Schlickman

Thirteen seems to be a lucky number 


for Gene Schlickman. 


"Tuesday was the 13th time In 13 years 


my name was on a ballot," Schlickman 
said yesterday, a victor hi the Fourth 
District race for the Illinois House of 
Representatives'. Republican Bob Juckett 
and Democrat Aaron Jaffe were also 
winners. Democrat Ed Warman was de- 
feated. 


Despite late night visits to Maine and 


Niles Township Republican headquar- 
ters, Schlickman was in his Arlington 
Heights law office early yesterday 
"catching up" on legal work and answer- 
ing congratulatory telephone calls. 


Schlickman was glad the race was 


over. "I personally campaigned harder 
this time than in any race for the state 
legislature," said the man who was re- 
districted out of 80 per cent of his home 
territory. He admitted he ran almost as 
hard as during the 1969 Congressional 
runoff, when he, John Nlmrod and Sam 
Young, all winners Tuesday, were de- 
feated. 


"It just shows that John Nlmrod, Sam 


Young and Schlickman don't fade away, 
they win," said the legislator, who'll be- 
gin his fifth term in Springfield next 
year. 


SCHLICKMAN was not as confident of 


victory at 8 p.m.' Tuesday when be 
walked into the Wheeling Township Re- 
publican headquarters, where precinct 
workers were already jubilant about the 
Presidential win and still pretty sure 
that Dick Ogilvie could beat Dan Walker. 
"You're a winner. You've got It made," 
they told Schlickman, grabbing for his 
arm. "We're whining them all." 


At 8:30 p.m., Schlickman admitted it 


was "too early to tell." He was sure he'd 
win big in Wheeling Township, but he 
wasn't so sure about Niles and Maine 
Townships. 


"I'm not so concerned about Arlington 


Heights as I am about Maine," be said, 
fit's Juckett's home territory and if 
Warman and Jaffe come out evenly, then 
I'll be in trouble." 


But by 9:30 p.m., Schlickman's worries 


were over. Juckett called to tell him 
Warman had conceded. There was no 
victory speech. "I feel better than I have 
in months," was Schlickman's only com- 
ment, as his hand brushed over the pock- 
et containing the speech he'd written in 
case of a loss. 


Later, after the word spread through 


the Wheeling headquarters that Schlick- 
man had won, he attributed his victory 
to campaigning as a legislative team 
with Juckett and Nlmrod. "We cam- 
paigned for each other. We worked as 
ateam," was all he would say. 


AFTER ALL precinct results were to- 


taled yesterday, Schlickman had come 
in second in the race. He carried the 
most votes in Wheeling Township, his 
home ground; and came In second in 
Maine Township and fourth In Niles 
Township. 


The results were "much better than 


expected," according to Schlickman. "I 
expected I would come in third," he said. 


Schlickman will return to Springfield 


Nov. 26 for what he calls "a lame duck 
session." But he won't be as happy as he 
would have been because Ogilvie will be 
one of those "lame ducks." 


"I'm sick about it," he said. "It won't 


.affect me personally in the legislature, 
but the state has lost a good man. It'll 
take people four years to appreciate 
what he has done."

Page County and South Elgin, the races 
all went according to form, sending all 
the favorites In the early line to posts in 
Springfield. 


TWO INCUMBENT representatives, 


David J. Regncr of Arlington Heights 
and Bradley M. Glass of Northvicw were 
elevated to the state Senate. There was 
never any doubt about the election of 
Regncr, who correctly predicted early on 
election night that he would carry all but 
one precinct — the home territory of his 
Democratic opponent William Rose — In 
tho 3rd District. 


Voters in the 1st District followed the 


trend In electing the better-known names 
as they gave Glass a comfortable victory 
over newcomer Ann Matasar of Evans- 
ton In what had earlier looked like a 
tight race.

Kali of Glcncoc and Brian Duff of 
Evanaton, along with Evanston attorney 
John Edward Porter enjoyed name rcc- 
ognltlon in the major share of the 1st 
District, but they also outran Arlington 
Heights attorney Donald L. Norman in 
many precincts of tho Wheeling Town- 
ship portion of tho district. 


In the 2nd District, stretching from

picked Democrat Richard Mugalian, who 
had the advantage of being Palatine 
township commlttceman over unknown 
Neil Hcbclscn. 


State Rep. Eugenia S. Chapman of Ar- 


lington Heights was the only candidate in 
the 3rd District to express surprise over 
the outcome. Faced with a strong last* 
minute campaign by fellow Democrat 
John P. Kcllcy of Schaumburg, she had 
feared the loss of her post in Springfield.

< Crane, the new 12th District Congress* 
man as of 7:30 election night, had no 
doubts that he would win. He was just 


hoping for the biggest win ever. Before 
the returns began dribbling in, Crane 
said he would win by 70 per cent. So said 
his press secretary and his adminis- 
trative assistant. 


Crane also bad no doubt that the mar- 


gin would be greater than In 1970 when 
he beat Ed Wurman for a 13th District 
House scat by 34,000 votes. With about 90 
per cent of the vote counted, Crane was 
85,000 votes ahead of his opponent, Ed- 
win L. Frank. 


Frank couldn't even carry his own pre- 


cinct. In Schaumburg precinct 4, which 
includes Frank's home, the total was 231 
for Crane and 1S6 for Frank.

"I take the view that everyone's sal- 


vageable. We'll see If we can't make a 
good Republican out of him," Crane said.

"Maybe, in the distant future, I'll go 


after a Senate seat. But right now the 
biggest fight Is In the House," Crane 
said.

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Hanrahan, Carey Unprepared For The Final Outcome

Neither Edward V. Hanrahan nor Ber- 


nard Carey was prepared for the election 
outcome Tuesday night 


Hanrahan, Incumbent slate's attorney 


and eventual loser, arrived at his head- 
quarters shortly after the polls closed, 
smilingly confident, with warm greetings 
for friends and even a kind word for 
waiting newsmen. 


Carey, the Republican challenger, was 


smiling at friends and well-wishers. But 
he was more cautious about the outcome, 
because he remembered his slim loss to 
another Democratic candidate in his 
race for sheriff two years ago. You could 
bear the strain In his voice when he told 
his five small children, "We're going to 
win kids. I don't want you to worry about 


By the end of the evening, however, 


Hanrahan's headquarters had taken on 
the mood of a funeral home just before a 
wake, while Carey and his wife Mary 
Rita stood side by side like the bride and 
groom at a gala wedding reception. 


Ralph Bcrkowltz, Carey's press secre- 


tary, had begun assuring people as early

as 7:30 p.m. that returns were good. 
Skeptical reporters and Carey backers 
listened carefully as Berkowitz repeated- 
ly explained his complicated system for 
projecting the final vote totals. But few 
believed him. 


Berkowitz pointed to Corey's success 


in scattered black precincts throughout 
the city. As Carey's losses in the city 
declined, his winning margins in the sub- 
urbs were increasing. 


AT ONE POINT when the actual vote 


total showed Carey trailing 28,000 votes 


behind Hanrahan, Berkowitz announced 
that the tide had turned and Carey would 
win by at least 50,000 votes. 


Carey supporters were enthusiastic, 


but the candidate was not taking any 
chances that the projections might be 
wrong. He said he would delay any victo- 
ry statement until either Hanrahan con- 
ceded or the final returns were in. 


The incumbent, however, was not 


ready to concede. Hanrahan had 
emerged from his private office twice to 
announce encouraging returns from "key 


precincts," and the third time he came 
out, while admitting "the race may be 
closer than we thought," he promised 
supporters a victory party later In the 
evening. 


After that announcement, he walked 


the two blocks from his headquarters to 
the Democratic command post in the 
Sherman House, where he met with May- 
or Richard Daley for nearly an hour. 


When he returned to his headquarters, 


Hanrahan appeared shaken and unsmil- 
ing, but was not ready to admit defeat. 
Instead, he thanked the crowd and said, 
"I'll apologize to those of my friends and 
supporters for any uneasiness or dis- 
comfort my manner or method may have 
caused them. I've always believed in 
what I've done. I've tried not to romance 
anyone. And I'll always do that, no mat- 
ter what the consequences." 


CAREY, meanwhile, was being backed 


into a corner by throngs of celebrating 
Republicans, independents and even a 
few Democrats. 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson, black leaders 


of Operation PUSH; Donald Page Moore, 
independent Democrat who lost to Han- 
rahan in the primary; victorious Illinois 


Atty. Gen. William Scott, County Com- 
missioner Joseph Woods, and Donald 
Mulack, the unsuccessful 
Republican 


candidate for county coroner, were hug- 
ging Carey and each other as they cele- 
brated his apparent victory. 


Carey, who early hi the evening had 


been speculating about possible vote 
stealing by the Democrats, was now jok- 
ing that Hanrahan might "claim fraud" 
when he saw the returns from some city 
precincts coming in for Carey. 


Mulack summed up the feelings of the 


crowd by saying, "Do you realize what 
we've done? That guy (Hanrahan) was

"I'm not doing so well at handicapping 


these things anymore," the old man mut- 
tered. "The votes just don't come In the 
way they used to." 


The words belonged to an aged Cook 


County patronage worker, one of the hun- 
dreds of "little people" who turn the 
wheels of county government, and he 
was talking about Bernard Carey's upset 
victory of incumbent state's attorney Ed- 
ward Hanrahan. 


"It just goes to show what happens 


when one Irishman runs against another 


Irishman," said a woman who, together 
with eight or 10 other employes, had 
crowded around a news wire in the coun- 
ty building to get the latest election re- 
turns. 


It was late in the evening and these 


people were disappointed — not just be- 
cause Hanrahan was losing but also be- 
cause Daniel Walker was winning. 


"Personally, I'd rather see Ofillvie re- 


elected, you can horse trade with him. I 
know that's the way the mayor feels, 
too," said another veteran county worker 
mustering the appearance of an insider's 
political savvy. 


WALKER HAD shunned the regular 


Cook County machine and as far as these 
people were concerned he, much like 
Sen. George McGovcrn, was a Democrat 
in name only. 


As the suburban totals reported bigger 


and bigger leads for Carey, the group 
realized that even if some Chicago pre- 
cincts were "holding back" their returns, 
they would not be enough to offset 
Carey's lead. 


"Chicago, I think there's a message 


here," said one woman putting on a very 
bad Italian accent. "You're not a such a 


big thing anymore." 


The night's returns were not all so 


bleak for those old-line party members. 
Michael Hewlett had led their ticket in 
his election to secretary of state. Mat- 
thew Danaher had been relccted court 
clerk. Sidney Olscn was still the recorder 
of deeds and the man they called "old 
doc," Andrew Toman would be coroner 
for four more years. 


But their sure thing, their state's attor- 


ney, Edward V. Hanrahan, had been 
voted out of office. And Cook County 
elections just aren't the same these days. 
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Riot9 Outside Republican Headquarters 


While newly elected Cook County 


State's Attorney Bernard Carey was pre- 
paring a victory statement Tuesday 
night in which he proclaimed to uphold 
law and order, a near-riot broke out In 
the lobby of Republican headquarters at 
the Bismarck Hotel in Chicago. 


Standing toc-to-toe were about 10 


young black men, several security 
guards and about a dozen reinforcements 
from the Chicago Police Department 
who engaged in what started out as a 
shouting match but soon erupted into 
pushing and shoving and a flurry of 
punches. 


There were no arrests made despite 


the urging of several of the about 150 
persons who watched the melee from the 
stairways and balcony. They swore at 
police who quelled the disturbance. 


Tho outbreak occurred about 12:30 


a.m. outside the Walnut Room, where 
television cameramen sat Idle waiting 


Walker Family 
Has Big Role 
In Victory 


Governor-elect Dan Walker stressed 


the close-knit tics of his family Tuesday 
night and even dispatched members of 
his family to help aides seek out voting 
irregularities in the suburbs. 


Walker, his brother Lewis from Vir- 


ginia Beach, Va., his father, wife and 
children shared a suite of rooms on the 
ninth floor of the Palmer House and 
there the new governor of Illinois sat 
most of the night. 


Until he was fairly certain of being 


elected, Walker refused to respond to his 
supporters who were chanting his name 
in the fourth floor ballroom of the Palm- 
er House. Chants of "We want Dan" 
couldn't budge him from his easy chair 
in front of a television. 


Walker, smoking a pipe, told newsmen 


early in the evening his "crystal ball was 
cloudy" but that he was encouraged with 
the way the vote was going. He and an 
aide, Norton Kay, were pulling for favor- 
able returns from downstate to put them 
over the top. They got their wish. 


MOSTLY YOUNG persons, some of 


them sitting In envies, and middle-aged 
people wearing mod clothes, jammed the 
ballroom In anticipation of a visit from 
Walker. A three-piece combo provided 
entertainment 
while several balloons 


were tossed about by a restless gather- 
ing-Then Walker came down and stepped 
to the podium about 10:45 p.m., just after 
an aide had relayed the message that 
NBC had projected a victory for the gu- 
bernatorial challenger. But Walker pre- 
ceded to read from a prepared statement 
that he was afraid of possible vote fraud 
and subsequent votes going to Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvle. He made no statement re- 
garding a victory. 


Walker continued to bole up in his suite 


and dispatched reporters to interview his 
wife, Roberta. She used such campaign 
vocabulary as, "we still aren't there," 
"we must roll with the punches tonight" 
and "toe situation Is tense." It was al- 
most the same as talking with her bus- 
band. 


for the arrival of cither Gov. Richard 
Ogllvlc or Carey to make some kind of 
statement about the election. On the next 
floor, just above where the disturbance 
was taking place, Carey's supporters 
were beginning a victory dance. 


IT IS NOT known what started the 


fight. Security meji squared off and 
shouted back and forth. One of the black 
men had to be restrained by his friends 
while the guards attempted to keep the 


confrontation to a battio of words. 


They had done so, despite the repeated 


attempt by the man to break loose from 
his friend, until a white man ran out of 
the crowd of onlookers and startd throw- 
Ing punches. Several punches later, Chi- 
cago police arrived to help. Four police- 
men were needed to subdue the white 
man. 


The entire incident was over in about 


20 minutes when the black men were told 


to leave the building. They did so but 
were heckled by some of the crowd as 
they left. Some of the hecklers appeared 
to be drunk but seemed to represent the 
sentiment of the rest. 


Then the hecklsrs shouted at the police 


for letting the men go without making 
any arrests. 


"What good are you guys? You're sup- 


posed to protect us." Some of them 
called the policemen "pigs." 
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Medical Care In China Makes The U.S. Look Humble

PEKING, China - There1* one thing 


the United States can learn from Com- 
munlst China. That's how to deliver 
prompt and effective medical care to ev- 
ery chhen, whether he be in city, lubu'r- 
ban factory, down on the farm or some 
village up in the hills. 


It's so, even in the face of the four- 


year shutdown of all higher education, 
including medical schools. The doctors 
we talked with gave credit for the mas- 
slve medical delivery system to the Cul- 
tural Revolution. I don't believe it. This 
kind of thing had to start years ago to 
have reached its present degree of effec- 
tiveness. I think they've been working at 
It ever slnco Mao Tsc-tung and his Com- 
munist Party took over. 


What they've done Is use the big hospi- 


tals as core headquarters and fan the 
services out from them. 


So even on a farm commune you'll find 


a hospital with clinics operating under a 
central hospital and with paramedics on 
the farms working under the clinics' 
guidance. 


In the major cities we've found "street 


committees" running neighborhoods as 
large as 73,000 people, with their own 
hospitals and clinics — and nursery 
schools and middle schools. 


Up In Slan, In Shcnsl province, there's 


a giant textile complex. The mill we vis- 
ited has 22 doctors on its staff and IS 
nurses, along with 22 of the famed "bare- 
foot doctors" (the paramedics), only 
these arc not barefoot because you don't 
go shoeless In North China. 


We haven't found a place where there 


Isn't medical cara of some kind. 


IIKHE IN PICKING, in the 610-bcd 


Friendship Hospital, we got the first ra- 
tional account of a positive result from 
the Cultural Revolution. It came from 
American-born and trained Dr. Chang 
Wcl-hsun, the medical director. He 
speaks beautiful American and needed 
no Interpreter. 


Dr. Chang discussed the problem of 


doctor-training in the light of the long 
shutdown of the schools. He said the new 
medical training program is on a three- 
year basis, Instead of the old five to six 
years, and said It was on a trial basis to 
sec how it developed. 


He described the Cultural Revolution's 


emphasis on "self-criticism" and going 
to "the masses" as being quite in order. 


"The whole process was quite a revela- 


tion for me," he said. "I felt the criti- 
cism was quite true. I hadn't been close 
enough to cither the medical staff or tho 
proplc we served." 


He volunteered to go to the country, In 


Peking's outer suburbs. Asked what he 
did there, he smiled when he said, "Sho- 
veled manure and practiced medicine. 
Pediatrics is my specialty and I found 
out I had to become a country doctor. I 
even learned acupuncture. It was a good 
thing for me." 


Applying It to the hospital, Dr. Chang 


said the patient-doctor relationship is 
"now much closer." 


"THERE IS more division of author- 


ity now. During night-time hours, a com- 
petent nurse has the power to write a 
medication order without needing a doc- 
tor's approval. We share duties. We've 
found that a doctor con carry a bedpan 
without losing status. We'd been creating 
an elite class. That's why we think we're 
on the right track now." 


Of Friendship Hospital's staff of 594, 


some 96 arc now out In the country In six 
teams. 


"These average IS to a team," said 


Dr. Chang. "A team normally consists of 
four doctors, al| specialists — usually a 
pediatrician, gynecologist, surgeon and 
orthopedist — nurses and technicians. 
Each of these teams is a self-contained 
unit and moves into an area to do outside 
calls and to provide refresher training 
for the paramedics." 


Friendship serves a 700,000-populatlon 


zone of Peking, has 2,500 to 3,000 patients 
dally, runs nurse and postgraduate train- 
Ing, and docs research on blending West- 
ern methods with traditional medicine. 


"The Idea of the barefoot doctor is es- 


sentially simple," 
said Dr. Chang. 


"These paramedics arc selected by their 
farm or factory teams." Sometimes, he 
conceded, a group will make a faulty se- 
lection. But this is trial and error, he 
said, and the mistakes are rectified be- 
fore serious damage can be done. 


HE USED A farm brigade (approxi- 


mately 1,000 people) as an example. 
"Winter is the Ideal time for the train- 
Ing," said Dr. Chang, "and three to six 
months is given over to the primary 
training. At the end of that time, these 
people are able to sot broken bones, do 
simple surgery on abscesses and such, 
and treat all kinds of minor ailments. It 
is difficult and busy work and the farm 
teams always assign the maximum num- 
ber of work points (10) to these barefoot 
doctors." 


"There is tho commune hospital." he 


continued, "most of them arc 15-to 20-bcd 
places, with four to five trained doctors. 
They also do refresher work with the 
paramedics." 


All treatment in China is free. The bills 


are paid by the worker's school, factory, 
farm, etc., to the government and the 
medical system supported out of these- 
funds, plus whatever subsidy the govern- 
ment has to provide. 


Dr. Chang let us observe four oper- 


ations with acupuncture anesthesia — 
about which so much has already been 
written. These were for a uterus removal 
because of a growth, a cataract, a her- 
nia, and a thyroid growth. The hernia 
wo$ on • 17-year-old lathe operator, the 
other three were women patients. 


It was intriguing to watch the needles 


be thrust in,'then vibrated electrically, 
and the patieoU stay awake and alert 
throughout the operations, even answer- 
infl our questions. In moat of these opcr-

atlons, the acupuncture needles went into 
the nose and cars. 


"ACUPUNCTURE AS an anesthetic 


process was discovered only in 1958," 
said Dr. Chang. "We're still uncertain 
about many of the aspects. But we sec 
many advantages. One is in patient coop- 
eration. In an eye operation, the patient 
can be asked to focus on a certain spot. 
In a lung operation, the patient can be 
asked to breathe deeply. 


"Further, we've found no after-effects. 


The danger of post-operative difficulties 
arc lessened. For another, we've found 
the blood loss to be much less with acu- 
puncture anesthesia. And, of course, 
patient ambulatlon after surgery creates 
much less danger of pneumonia." 


Dr. Chang's own training was in Chil- 


dren's and Peter Bent Brigham hospitals 
In Boston, plus five years at Bcllevue in 
New York. 


There arc more women than men doc- 


tors in the hospital and it was interesting 
to note the team doing the uterine sur- 
gery consisted of four women — three 
doctors and a nurse. 


A couple of our fellows were queasy 


about going into the surgery rooms, but I 
found none of the sights unsettling. 
Everything was efficient and there was 
no blood flowing. We donned gowns, caps 
and masks, of course, before being per- 
m 111 ec d in. The preparation stages 
seemed meticulous and the surgeons took 
great pains to have the conditions sterile 
Mind you, we were in what obviously is 
one of China's two or three very best 
hospitals. 


SOMEBODY TOLD me later one rea- 


son I might have experienced no dis- 
comforting sensation was the absence of 
any anesthetic smells. I don't know this, 
simply add It as a piece of incidental, 
uncorroborated information. 


Friendship performs 5 to 10 abortions 


every day. Tho medical rule is these 
have to be done within three months of 
pregnancy. Consistent with current Chi- 
nese prudery about such matters, there 
was much fencing about whether abor- 
tions were performed on single women. 
Finally, it became clear some unmarried 
women do apply for abortions and arc 
accommodated. 


Dr. Chang says the IU (inter-uterine) 


device Is In wide use. Birth control pills 
arc distributed free everywhere — 
through farm communes, factories, in- 
deed through every agency serving work- 
workers and peasants. 


We could sec no trace anywhere of the 


evils attributed to the China of yester- 
year — beggars, prostitutes, opium 
smokers, and so on. 


Since the United States Is so deeply 


concerned about the drug problem, I 
have been asking questions everywhere 
about how they stopped it. At first, the 
answers tended to be evasive, as "we 
educated them out of the habit." 


As time goes on in this kind of report- 


ing swing, you learn how to ask ques- 
tions better and sharper and thus draw 
clearer answer. 


IF YOU WANT the answer short and 


bitter, it Is that Mao Tse-tung wanted 
drugs ended and ordered it done just like 
that. They cut off the supply. How? They 
shot the pushers and smugglers, let the 
users climb the walls. 


There Is no way of knowing how many 


of the smugglers and pushers were 
killed. My guess is they went at it in the 
same single-minded, tough way they do a 
lot of things. They probably beat names 
of suppliers out of the addicts, went after 
them and just plain eliminated them. 
Those who could get away did. • 


As you undoubtedly know, dope wasn't 


of Chinese origin. Our own mercenary 
American freebooters, junior partners 
of the British in the last century, under- 
cut much of the fine work done by our 
dedicated missionaries and teachers. 


The affable, intelligent Dr. Chang gave 


us a Communist Party rationale for the 
absence of drug use in China, but even so 
I'm convinced his reason makes good 
sense. 


"What's the root cause?" he asked. 


"The root lies in the form of a society 
and its values. If youth has a clear objec- 
tive there Is no point in talcing drugs. It 
produces only euphoria and hallucina- 
tion." 


He's a wise man and let it drop there. 


He knew he had made his point. 


I HAVE NO reason to question the 


statements that they arc rid of venereal 
disease and prostitution. Dr. Chang said 
the prostitutes were trained to learn 
various trades and assigned jobs. 


One of my colleagues had word that 


some women In the new China have been 
arrested, charged with "fraud" for hav- 
ing relationships with many men. Dr. 
Chang and his associates at Friendship 
expressed surprise; said if it was so they 
had never heard of it. As far as I was 
concerned, their surprise seemed, gen- 
uine. 


Speaking of the doctors, the ones at 


Friendship are fairly high up the ladder 
in Chinese salaries. Dr. Chang gets 255 
guan (a little under $100) a month. The 
chief of research, Dr. Sun, is well off in 
this society. 


He gets 15S yuan and his wife, a dentist 


In the hospital, 135. That makes 290 
(about $120). Their rent, water and elec- 
tricity runs.about $10 each month; food 
for the two of them and their three 
school-age children runs about $20 each a 
month; they are one of the few private 
families we met to have a TV set at 


home. All we saw were in public rooms. 


The banks maintain savings accounts, 


but for some odd reason we were never 
able to fix an interest rate. Some of us 
finally agreed it probably is something 
around 2 or 3 per cent. 


THERE IS NO such thing as in- 


stallment buying in China. They have to 
save for anything they want The biggest 
item Is the bicycle. These run from $60 to 
$75 American — and the usual yardstick 
in China is "two months pay." There are. 
no gears on these things. They are plain, 
sturdy bikes. 


I'd read some articles saying China 


was so honest bicycles were left un- 
locked. Those reporters were either blind 
or were fed nonsense they didn't bother 
to check. We never saw a bicycle in 
China without its built-on lock, even in 
farm territory. 
• Speaking of health generally, West- 
erners don't use water out of the taps for 
anything but washing. Every hotel room 
is provided with a glass carafe of boiled 
water. 


We had our own brief experience with 


medicine here. We caught colds up on 
the Great Wall one slightly raw after- 
noon. One of our troupe had to go into 
the hospital for a couple of days with a 
light touch of pneumonia. He reported 
they gave him an acupuncture sedative, 
but the main care was penicillin shots. 


Every traveling group has its pill-car- 


rier. One fellow editor had brought along 
everything imaginable, from laxatives to 
stoppers, and aspirin to antibiotics. We 
called him "Barefoot Bennett." The mo- 
ment my cold started I riffled through 
his bag and chose aspirin. 


THE NEXT DAY was cold and rainy 


so I elected to pass on a trip to a factory, 
and instead worked on my notes. The 
moment I didn't appear, two Chinese 
women doctors, in their late 30s by 
guess, came knocking at my door. They

Among them was Nor- 
man E. Isaacs, currently professor of 
journalism at Columbia University's 
Graduate School of Journalism; former 
executive editor of the Louisville Cou- 
rier-Journal and Times; past president 
of ASNE; and — since 1970 — a director 
of the Paddock Corporation and news- 
paper consultant to the Heralds. In an 
exclusive report for Herald readers, 
Isaacs has provided a personalized and 
detailed five-part account of his journey 
inside Communist China. . 


took my temperature by putting the ther- 
mometer in my armpit and keeping it 
there five minutes while they punched 
over my chest and back, listening with a 
stethoscope, had me say "ah," 'told me I 
was OK but to keep warm. 


We saw two medical factories. One 


was making antibiotics, the other Chi- 
nese herb medicines and pills. The latter 
was on a kind of conglomerate com- 
mune, where they did all manner of 
things. I'm certain the output is fine, but 
it must be reported the sterility of these 
places does not match American phar- 
maceutical plants I've visited. 


Despite all the dust of China, people 


keep themselves cleaner than any place 
I've ever been. Out of my hotel window 
the other day, I watched a man on the 
roof across the street washing himself. 
He scrubbed his teeth for at least five 
minutes, soaped and washed himself 
thoroughly. These arc a tidy people. 


In the pill and medicine factories, the 


workers, men and young women, wear 
immaculate smocks and hats, and take 
pains to keep everything clean. But the 
floors are bare stone and the doors arc 
always open because there is no air-con- 
ditioning anywhere so it's a different 
world from the scaled-in, antiseptic at- 
mosphere of the American laboratories. 


ALL CHILDREN in China are immu- 


nized early (beginning at about two 
months of age) against the major in- 
f c c t i o u s diseases: Smallpox, polio, 
measles, diphtheria and tetanus. 


Dr. Chang said life expectancy has ri- 


sen, although he does not have national 
statistics. "The infectious diseases like 
cholera and typhoid have all but been 
wiped out. These are well controlled now. 
Our serious problems now are cancer 
and heart disease — and also hyperten- 
sion." 


As to smoking, he said the statistical 


evidence is all there, and that lung can- 
cer victims tend to be heavy smokers. A 
good many Chinese are heavy smokers, 
but the government has made no moves 
to curb smoking, nor has ever com- 
mented about it. 


You can't go by this because it's total- 


ly impressionistic, but I had the feeling 
smoking was more prevalent among the 
30-year-old and up group. You see very 
few people smoking on the streets — and 
the pavements are kept so clean I was 
embarrassed to drop a butt on the pave-' 
ment. So most of the time I'd pinch it out 
and put the butt in my pocket. Again, I 
have to express great praise for what 
they've don in public cleanliness. 


Anyway, tobacco seems to be grown is 


all northern and southern provinces and 
there are many brands available. They 
cost about 25 fen a package, which 
means it's an expensive habit for the 
Chinese. 


Some of the nonfilters were too strong

A New Approach 
To A Greeting 


There is a movement afoot in 


some business firms in the Chicago 
area which seems to be a mean- 
ingful step in the direction of the 
real spirit of Christmas. 


It is a practice among many 


businesses to distribute lists of 
names and addresses of all its em- 
ployes to aid them in sending 
greeting cards to one another. 


Recently the head of a construc- 


tion firm in Elk Grove Village, 
which employs about 100 office per- 
sonnel, distributed the customary 
list. But with it he sent a letter sug- 
gesting an alternative to the ex- 
change of Christmas cards among 
all the employes. 


He estimated that if each em- 


ploye bought a card, at say 20 
cents each, for each of his co-work- 
ers, the estimated cost of ex- 
changing Christmas greetings by 
mnll—with eight cents postage for 
each card — would be nearly 
$2.800. 


This money, he suggested, would 


bo better spent if each employe do- 
nated his share to a worthy charity 
and expressed his Christmas senti- 
ments in person to the people he 
works with every day. 


If the hundreds of thousands in 


the Chicago area who annually 
spend money to send greetings to 


their business associates and co- 
workers would donate like amounts 
to charity, the amount of money 
which could go to needy families 
would be staggering. 


We are not proposing the aboli- 


tion of Christmas cards. Like most, 
we delight in hearing from near- 
forgotten friends and close associ- 
ates alike at Christmas time, and 
we take pleasure in sending our 
own cards. 


Nor do we advocate eliminating 


t h e Christmas-card lists dis- 
tributed in offices. Many people 
add to their enjoyment of the holi- 
days by sending these remem- 
brances to their friends and associ- 
ates and we would not deny them 
that pleasure. 


If you're not among those who 


enjoy sending Christmas cards, we 
encourage the suggestion of spend- 
ing the money on charity instead. 


If you don't want to give up 


Christmas or Hanukkah cards, we 
propose an alternative. When you 
sit down to address your cards, 
first write out a check for the 
amount you spent on the greetings 
and postage, address it to your fa- 
vorite charity, and mail it out with 
your cards. 


It will be the best greeting you 


send. 


Motherhood Fading? 


Twenty years from now, mothers 


will be a mere specialty group in 
the United States, says Jeanne Bin- 
stock, a sociologist at the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts. 


This state of affairs will not re- 


sult from the women's liberation 
movement but from economic fac- 
tors and technological change, she 
predicts in an article in, appro- 
priately, The Futurist magazine. 


Modern medicine's success in re- 


ducing mortality has resulted in an 
overproduction of people, she ex- 
plains. Women's lib movements 
are really a consequence of tech- 
nological change. They have ap- 
peared at the historical moment 
when a sharp reduction in the oc- 
cupational group known as moth- 
ers is mandatory. 


"We arc forced to face the fact 


that if we do not take from women 
their role of mother and replace it 


with something else, we will be 
throttled by the overproduction of 
babies. We thus face the need to 
demand that the ancient and hon- 
orable occupation of motherhood 
fall into disrepute, and that wom- 
en commit themselves to other oc- 
cupations. 


"Women must be 'liberated' to 


enjoy the fruits of other occupa- 
tions, whether they want to be or 
not." (Emphasis hers.) 


As a sidelight to this prediction, 


it is interesting to note that Ralph 
Nader, whose interests seem to 
have no limit, predicts that by 
1976, the nation's 200th anniversa- 
ry, "Women will no longer be 
wearing cosmetics. We'll have end- 
ed the high priority we put on that 
kind of activity."

There is evidence that Hanoi's urgent 


demands for a quick agreement may be 
aimed at not giving us time to read the 
fine print. 


There are two versions of the draft 


treaty — the English version interpreted 
by Kissinger, the Vietnamese version in- 
terpreted by Hanoi. The differences are 
not minor: 


Item — Hanoi claims the document 


calls for a coalition government with 
considerable power. Kissinger, reading 
the English text and using words sup- 
plied by Hanoi in English, sees the same 
committee of the national concord as a 
powerless, advisory group. The differ- 


. ence is crucial. As history makes clear, 


a coalition would give Hanoi a sure-fire 
way to sabotage and then take power by 
coup. 


Item — There is the matter of who 


controls what patches of territory, what 
the boundaries are for each patch, and 
how a local government is to be resup- 
plied if its territory is a city island in a 
sea of enemy-held countryside. No de- 
tailed agrecd-on maps show which side 
controls what land. Each side is free to 
interpret what is held. 


Item — The problem of resupply has 


not been adequately defined. There is a 
definite but inexact limit on what arms 
can be sent from the United States for 
South Vietnam. There is no limit on the 
arms the Communist bloc can supply 
Hanoi. The United States is depending on 
the good will and verbal assurance of 
P e k i n g and Moscow. Theoretically, 
Hanoi is not to supply its southern forces 
at a higher level than the level at the 
time of the cease-fire. But no one knows 
what that level is or how to define it 
within reasonable limits. 


Item — The English version of the 


draft, as Kissinger reads it, calls for 
evacuating all foreign troops, including 
North Vietnamese, from Laos and Cam- 
bodia. But to Hanoi, many North Viet- 
namese are not foreigners in Cambodia 
and parts of Laos. In some areas, 
Hanoi's cadres have adopted Lao and 
Cambodian names. A half-million North 
Vietnamese live in Cambodia; man} 
serve as officers and recruits in Hanoi's 
local armies. The boundaries of some 
North Vietnamese tribal communities 
stretch well into Laos. 


Some say such details can be worked 


out later; get the pact signed now. This 
is nonsense. In a cease-fire, as in an 
omelet, once the eggs are broken, it is 
impossible to turn back.

The Chlcagoans' venture, in which 


Board of Trade members have invested 
money and effort, would shake up, sim- 
plify and modernize the 200-year-old puts 
and calls business which, in this country, 
Is centered in a handful of dealers in 
New York. Being grain traders, it is not 
surprising that the Chlcagoans want to 
apply to puts and calls techniques devel- 
oped in commodity futures trading.

changeable option periods, they would 
establish a continuous market with stan- 
dard delivery months like the grain and 
cotton markets. Joe Blow could buy an 
option to buy or sell some "April Pola- 
roid" for example.

SULIVAN ALSO said the new Chicago 


Board Options Exchange plan (it has 
been spun off by the Board of Trade) 
simplifies traditional puts and calls oper- 
ations by reducing three risky variables 
to one — the premium or piece of the 
option. 


Sullivan also said the plan ultimately 


will enable Investors to grasp the com- 
plexities of puts and calls. The specula- 
tor Is permitted, for instance, to execute 
deals for 6 to 15 per cent of the value of 
a stock instead of the 55 to 100 per cent 
margin demanded by the SEC for trad- 
ing outright in It. 


He conceded that most people regard 


puts and calls as gambling because the 
•peculators merely bet that stocks will 
go up or down. They're not actually in- 
vesting in stocks or selling stocks. He 
also conceded that the new CBOE plan 
may bring many little speculators back 
into the market 


He also pointed to a sheaf of comments

Some saw the new options market 
as a better method of hedging risks than 
short selling in the regular stock market. 


A LARGE pension fund or Insurance 


company might sell options to buy secu- 
rities it Is holding in its portfolio for the 
long term and take in the premiums as a 
hedge against short term declines in the 
market stock. That would eliminate the 
temptation to sell the stock. 


Institutional and large private in- 


vestors also could use options to cover 
the risks of going short in a stock in the 
stock market as a hedge against a gener- 
al decline. 


Sullivan warned that even with the 


simplifications his exchange is adopting, 
option trading will require a lot of study 
on the part of the trader to be successful.

The guaranteed delivery of parcels 


throughout the U.S. has worked out well 
so far, according to Hill. "In fact I'm 
astonished. We haven't dropped the ball 
yet," said Hill. 


FOG AND other adverse weather con- 


ditions often hampering ah* freight have 
not troubled the AEI Deadline Service so 
far, said Hill. He noted that the most 


frequent occurrence of weather delays is 
at night 


The Deadline Service usually is re- 


quested in daylight hours when most 
people are at their offices. "It's usually 
10 in the morning before we get any ac- 
tion on this service," he says, "when 
somebody reaches into his briefcase and 
finds he can't find the files he was sup- 
posed to bring."

U.S. company owned offices and 150 affil- 
iated agents in the U.S. and S3 offices 
overseas. 


Forecasting with computers, the use of 


containerized shipments, and continual 
updating of commitments for air cargo 
space are all part of today's air freight 
forwarding business. Hill characterizes 
the operation as a flexible one in which 
last-minute requests for shipment 
changes are often accommodated. 


The company's fleet of trucks picks up 


most shipments and delivers 
them 


directly to the airplane. A courier picks 
up the shipment as soon as the plane ar- 
rives and delivers it directly to the in- 
tended recipient 


Hill estimates that air freight forwar- 


ders supply 60 per cent of the airlines' 
total business. There are approximately 
250 domestic air freight forwarders, AEI 
ranking among the top 10 in the field. 


AEI was formed in 1935, and Wings & 


Wheels began freight operations in 1936. 
The companies later merged. "We got 
our start using zeppelins for air freight," 
said Hill.

SAN FRANCISCO (NEA) - It started 


with Stan Hindman, a brute of a lineman 
who has since retired from football to 
devote himself to the esthetics of serious 
painting.

were almost assuredly voted out of Colo- 
rado Tuesday. 


Voters rejected government plans to 


pay for tho Olympiad with taxes and 
without those public funds the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee has little 
choice but to move the event to another 
site. 


If tho games arc moved it would be the 


first time in history the host city had lost 
the games after the original bid was 
awarded. 


la • statewide referendum voters ap- 


proved catling off state money for the 
Olympics. In Denver the city charter 


was amended to prevent further use of 
city funds. Both measures passed by 
more than 1% to 1. 


The rejection of the use of public mon- 


ey was a major victory for ecologists 
who feared vast areas of mountain land- 
scape would be ruined for generations by 
the Olympics. 


"It's clear that the people of Denver 


and Colorado don't want to have the 
Olympics," said Vance R. Dittman, an 
Evergreen, Color., resident who formed 
Protect our Mountain Environment 
(POME) to fight the games.

8tn. George. McGovern1! face smiled 


from a porter, like some fatherly deity 
looking over hU children. But the facet 
of Ida chlldno were lad, tome were cry- 
fag. 


Between 25 and 80 McGovern suppor- 


ters crowded Into the Des Plalnes office 
that 200 or 300 of them had worked out of 
for the pst 34 months. For them, the 
night was one of the saddest moments of 
their lives. Young faces, old faces togeth- 
er sat very dejected, watching television 
commentators tell them already at 7:30 
p.m. that It waa all over for their man. 
President Nixon had been reelccted. 


The posters and political trappings still 


covered the walla of McGovern head- 
quarters at the corner of Miner Street 
and Rlvtr Road, reminding the people 
there of days when hope of victory still 
buoyed them In their campaigning. They 
had gathered there to watch the returns 
together, hoping againat hope that the 
pollsters were wrong. But they weren't, 
and that hurt so, so bad. 


Tho telephones still rang from time to 


time, giving the small, sad crowd the re- 
sults from the precincts in which they 
had worked so hard. Other callers were 
not friendly voices, but voices that 
called to taunt them, to laugh at them. 
But they had had those calls before. 


Even the telephones jangling, the con- 


stant traffic flow In and out and the tele- 
vision commentators didn't disturb two 
young campaigners. They slept on the 
floor, exhausted after one last day of try- 
Ing to get the man they bolleve In elect- 
ed. Perhaps they were better off being 
oblivious to the sadness around them. 


"WHERE'S THE victory party?" an- 


other young "man naked with a smile, try- 
ing to cheer some of his compadres. 
"Did Mlkva win? We'll go over there." 


But no one seconded the motion. 
"Win or lose, we're still all together,". 


Anita Kaplan, a 40-year-old McGovern 
worker told a much younger, crying co- 
worker. They were all together, and 
there seemed to be some strength in 
numbers. 


"I'm getting a passport to Australia," 


moaned another. 


"Everything's going wrong, every- 


thing," the first worker moaned again. 


For the most part, the campaign work- 


ers were not In a talkative mood. They 
just sat mesmerized before the small 
television screen that provided them with 
the news that brought their sadness. Yet 
some did have something to say. 


"I've always felt that good always 


wins out over bad," Mrs. Kaplan said 
qulotly, looking as sad for her young 
friends as for herself. "But In my opin- 
ion. In his case It didn't. In my opinion 
Nixon's victory reflects a not-too-good 
country." 


"The people In this country hove a lot 


of fears," she continued. "During the 
30's, they screamed 'Communism' when

the same for Medicare. Now they accept 
them. 


"IT SEEMS LIKE any time there is a 


change for the better, the people react 
for the worse. But they are always very 
satisfied in the end with what they get." 


Mrs. Kaplan said she thinks McGovern 


is a man for all seasons, a man maybe a 
little bit ahead of his time. The country 
maybe doesn't deserve such a good man, 
she says. 


"In my opinion, the best man doesn't 


always win," Mrs. Kaplan said finally. 
The last statement was like a period end- 


Ing her train of thought for the time. 


Mike Mogill, 21, headed up the Des 


Plaines McGovern office. Be sat word- 
less, words of other workers bouncing off 
him like pebbles boundng off a plate of 
armor. He found It difficult to speak, to 
express his feelings. 


"I feel the American people don't real- 


ize what they have put themselves into 
for the next four yean," Mogill said. "I 
hist hope things aren't as bad as I think. 


"I don't think we're any closer to an 


end of the war, any closer to the end of 
inflation or to less unemployment," he 


said. "I don't see where we've solved 
anything whatsoever ... It seems like 
the American people only elect some- 
body who is the kind of politician they 
always complain about" 


As the news commentators droned on 


about the Nixon landslide, the workers 
began to divert themselves to other pre- 
occupations. Some drank a beer or two 
or three. Others began painting 
McGovern campaign buttons black, in 
mourning, they said. 


ANNIE McCABE talked about the lack 


of knowledge of the issues she encoun- 


tered from older voters she canvassed. 
She said she just cant understand why 
people don't know what they're voting 
for. Annie McCabe knows the Issues. But 
she la only 17, not old enough to vote 
herself. 
"McGovern Is such-an honest, sincere 


man that many people see him as too 
human to lead the country," she said. 


Another girl sat at the table which held 


the telephones that were once so busy. 
She had sat there with a red face and 
furrowed brow and had been on the 
verge of tears all night? Now she was 


crying openly. 
Chris Schkos, a girl with long red- 


blonde hair, maybe in Her early or mid- 
twenties, bent"over the girl, trying to 
console her. Chris seemed to be some- 
thing of a stabilizing force in the head- 
quarters last night, always ready and 
composed enough to help others who 
could not contain their emotions so well 


She told the other, younger girl not to 


cry."We don't stop trying." she said. "It 
isn't all over for us. We just keep on 
working for what we believe in."

Can Nixon's Win 
Hurt The GOP

WASHINGTON <UPI) - 
President 


Nbton'i enormous victory Tuesday was 
so singularly personal that In the long 
run It may create serious problems for 
his party and Ignite smoldering bitter- 
ness among Republicans. 


Nixon planned his victory that way. 


Deliberately, he sat on his coattails. 


Given the option between endangering 


the size of hh landslide or spending some 
of his political effort to elect Republicans 
to Congress, Nixon chose a go-lt-alonc, 
close-lo-the-vcst strategy. 


So sweeping was his victory, so far 


ahead of his party did he run, that ho is 
now both independent of the GOP and 
master of It. 


He is now constitutionally a lame-duck 


president, barred from seeking reelec- 
tion. Ills goal now Is history, not partisan 
victory. His interests will not always 
coincide with those of his party. 


When Lyndon B. Johnson overwhelmed 


Barry M. Goldwatcr in 1964, some pro- 
claimed the death of the Republican par- 
ty- 


But the enormity of their loss forced 


the Republicans to swing to a centrist 
position while the Democrats, In their 
abundance of numbers, splintered into 
warring factions. 


NOW THE DEMOCRATS may move 


toward the center — away from the 
prairie Idealism of George S. McGovcrn 
— while Republican liberals and con- 
servatives compete for the mantle Nixon 
must abandon in 1976. 


Johnson, In 1064, sensing a victory, 


campaigned for and won a Democratic 
Congress. Nixon, In 1072, sensing a victo- 
ry, all but avoided tying himself to his 


party's banner. Republicans may resent 
his abandonment of party in pursuit of a 
mandate. 


Nowhere was Nixon's strategy more 


obvious than in the South. 


In Alabama, the President was win- 


ning three votes out of four while his par- 
ty's candidate for the Senate, former 
Postmaster General Wlnton M. Blount, 
trailed with little more than one vote out 
of three. 


In Georgia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Nix- 


on's coattails, hardly offered, carried no 
pull. 


In Mississippi, the White House tacitly 


endorsed the Democratic candidate, Sen. 
James 0. Eastland. Vice President Spiro 
T. Agncw pointedly refused to appear be- 
side Enstland's Republican opponent, Gil 
Carmichael, in a visit to Mississippi. 


NIXON, IN HIS first four years, won 


most of his battles with the Congress. 
The House usually gave him his way, es- 
pecially on Vietnam, and countered the 
more liberal swing of the Senate. 


A Republican Senate would have given 


him George D. Alkcn of Vermont as 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions' Committee In place of J. William 
F u ( b r i g h t , the acidic Arkansan. 
McGovcrn still will be chairman of the 
Senate Hunger Committee. Sen. Warren 
G. Magnuson, D-Wash., still will be push- 
ing, fat, politically appealing education 
appropriations at Nixon to veto. 


A n d Sen. Edward M. Kennedy,

den Office Square to Addressograph Mul- 
tigraph Corp (AM) has indicated that our 
advance market research was correct — 
there is a growing need for quality, sub- 
urban office development," Smolensk!

Research, undertaken in 1968 by Rob- 


ert Gladstone and Associates, real estate 
market consultants based In Washington, 


D.C., disclosed a need for a quarter-mil- 
lion square feet of office space at Wal- 
den. This, the developers decided, would 
complement Walden's eventual 3,000 
apartments and townbouses, motor inn 
and other commercial facilities. 


Ground was broken for the first Wal- 


den office building in early spring, 1971. 
It was leased to AM in August 1972, with 
occupancy scheduled for November. 


Buildings of Walden Office Square will 


be identical in design: Structural steel 
frame and poured concrete floors, with 
wide spans and a minimum of internal 


columns; exteriors of off-white, exposed- 
aggregate, precast concrete panels, and 
bronze-tinted windows. 


Walden Office Square will surround a 


formally landscaped plaza facing on a' 
two-acre, man-made lake. It Is In the 
easterly portion of the development, with 
access to living areas and commercial 
facilities via landscaped and lake-dotted 
green belts. Immediately west of the of- 
fices is soon-to-open Walden Motor Inn, 
which will offer restaurant and lodging 
facilities.

quirements which are part of the Ameri- 
can National Standards Institute's A1I9.1 
safety standard which Includes ANSI 
standard Z 97.1-1966 on glazing. 


Approximately 80 to 85 per cent of the 


mobile homo industry, Davenport told 
Mrs. Knauer, Is already building to the 
A 119.1 standard and therefore to glazing 


regulation Z 97.1. "It is the objective of 
our association to sec that those states 
which have not already adopted A119.1 
do so," he said. 


In her letter, Mrs. Kmuaer also ac- • 


knowlcdged MHMA's action to promote 
industry compliance with the recent 
rcgulaton requiring "egress windows" In 
rooms that do not have direct doors to 
the outside. The provision, which became 
effective July l this year, stipulates that 
every sleeping room, unless it has a door 
leading directly outside the home, have 
at least one outside window which can be 
opened from the Inside without the use of 
tools.

might well mean a whopping 44 per cent 
down payment. Contrast this with to- 
day's average down payment of 23.5 per 
cent and many homes ore purchased 
with only 5 or 10 per cent down pay- 
ments. 


"INTEREST RATES are higher today 


— but, at an average of 7.6 per cent, 
could hardly be called a major increase 
over the 6.5 per cent average rate of the 
early '30s," Goss adds. 


"Much of the risk — which doomed so 


many of the depression era home buyers 
— has been softened today by mortgage 
loan Insurance, available either from 
federal agencies or from the private sec- 
tor. Insurance covering the upper 20 and 
25 per cent of high-ratio mortgage loons 
are almost solely responsible for the 
availability of 90 and 95 per cent mort- 
gage loans — translated to 10 and 5 per 
cent down payments." 


The average sales price of a 1932 home 


was about $5,400 — in today's dollars, 
approximately $27,800 — compared to a 
1972 average price of $28,300. Today's 
buyers are getting a bigger house, too. 
The average home in 1932 was 1,223 
square feet — compared to 1,415 square 
feet today, plus many modern con- 
veniences and a wider range of building 
materials. 


"When It came to buying a home in the 


depression years, even the bargain base- 
ment prices turned out to be less desk- 
able than today's higher prices.

Mortgage Loan 
Delinquent Rate 
Continues Low 


The low trend in mortgage loan delin- 


quency rates at savings and loan associ- 
ations continued during the third quarter 
of 1972, the United States Savings and 
Loan League reported. 


The trade organization said that third 


quarter loan delinquency ratios were: 
July — .71; August — .75, and September 
— .78. The average ratio for the third 
quarter was .746, down from the .750 for 
the second quarter, but up slightly from 
the .723 registered for the third quarter 
of 1971. 


(The League bases its monthly report 


of mortgage loan delinquencies on a sur- 
vey of more than 900 savings and loan 
associations. Loans considered 
delinquent for the survey purpose are 
those on which payments have not been 
made within the 60 days of the date 
stipulated on the mortgage. The survey 
includes all types of mortgage loans — 
conventional, FHA and VA.) 


The League pointed out that delinquen- 


cy ratios continue at a rate of less than 1 
per cent of all mortgages in savings and 
loan portfolios and have not exceeded the 
1 per cent level since February, 1967.

rounding. Rod flocked fleur de lls wall- 
paper and dark walnut paneling cov- 
er the walls; red tweed carpeting adds 
richness to the waiting area. Heavy red 
and black print curtains on the windows 
keep the public from spying on wet-head- 


ed customers. 


The shop Is run on an appointment-only 


basis and patrons are expected to be on 
time. Once they arrive they are given 
d e l u x e treatment: ushered through 
swinging doors Into private paneled 
booths, seated on comfortable reclining 
chairs, made to feel relaxed and con- 


fldent that they are entrusting their 
crowning glory to a professional. 


Several miles west of Keith's De 


Plaines salon, Vince Lawrence cares for 
hah* in his Elk Grove Village estab- 
lishment. Wood-framed panels of printed 
fabric break up the gay orange fabric- 
covered walls. Vlnce, too, has had car-, 
peting installed and blocked off a portion 
of his shop for a private booth. He talks 
of remodeling — adding new sinks and 
sliding partitions so his customers can be 
tended in greater comfort and privacy. 


DESPITE THE LUXURY the two 


shops offer, Keith and Vince rarely have 
a lady walk through their doors. It is just 
as well, for these men are professional 
barbers and the customers they cater to 
are men. 


Keith's Styling Shop, 1104 Lee St., Des 


Plaines, and Men's World of Barbering, 
567 Landmeler Rd., Elk Grove, are rep- 
resentative of the changeover being 
made from barber shop to hair styling 
salon. Gone are the plain linoleum floors, 
Venetian blinds and stark walls — re- 
placed by colorful, masculine decor. 


Rather than replacing the services of- 


fered by a barber, Keith, Vince and oth- 
er stylists have expanded. Their shops 
offer not only a shave and haircut, but 
also a style set, coloring, straightening, 
body waving, trims for beards and mus- 
taches and hairpieces. 


"A stylist is nothing more than a well- 


educated barber," said Keith. "He con- 
tinues to learn and keep up with his pro- 
fession."

The trend to go "back to the land," to 


revive our cultural roots by gardening 
and farming, perhaps reliving happier 
times, is apparent all around us. 


A unique farm project that goes one 


step further is the National Colonial 
Farm near Washington, D.C., just across 
the Potomac River from Mount Vernon. 
It was started to preserve, protect and 
propagate the growing things of the 
1750s. 


The farm is open daily in the summer- 


time for visitors, and I think you may 
want to visit it some vacation, as I do, 
after I tell you about it 


One can walk through patches of In- 


dian corn, tobacco and husk tomatoes 
and watch farm workers cut standing 
crops with an old-fashioned cradle scythe 
or a pioneer's broad hoe. 


Since many seeds and plants are no 


longer available, genetic research is 
being utilized to recreate vanishing 
strains, like the American chestnut tree 
which was just about knocked out by a 
blight in 1905. 


THE NUT WAS a food source for the 


settlers, as well as for pigs and wild tur- 
keys. The bark of the chestnut was used 
for tanning leather (tannin), is rot-proof 
wood for homes. 


The ISO-acre farm, which is being 


maintained by the National Park Ser- 
vice, has been cited by the Smithsonian 
Institution as an "agricultural museum" 
able to supply historically valuable seed 
stock. 


Sunflowers, North American natives, 


held importance as an oil for cooking as 
well as slicking down hair. (Today, sun- 
flowers aro big in the health food depart- 
ment.) 


One of the more interesting' crops 


grown at the farm is the ground cherry, 
also called husk tomato. Each tomato is 


Underground 


enclosed in a separate husk, just as corn 
is. When the husk falls off the plant, the 
tomatoe is ripe. (You can buy husk to- 
matoe seeds from R. H. Shumway 
Seedsman, Rockford, 111. 61101.) 


One very common colonial crop, I'm 


afraid, will be missing. Hemp, used by 
the settlers to make rope, is outlawed in 
20th century America. We call it mari- 
juana.

Woman Legislator Seen 
As Confident., Involved 


by PATRICIA McCORMACK 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Two female egg- 


heads are embarked on a unique contin- 
uing probe of tho status of American 
women in politics. 


Dr. Ruth Mandcll and Ida Schmertz al- 


ready have found some differences be- 
sides sex among male and female state 
legislators. 


During a campaign, women usually get 


two questions never aimed at the male 
candidates — most of whom also are 
married and have children. The ques- 
tions: 


—"Who is taking care of your children 


while you are campaigning?" 


—"What docs your husband think of 


you running for office?" 


Dr. Mandcll and Miss Schmertz are co- 


directors of the Eaglcton Center for the 
Study of American Women In Politics at 
Rutgers University in New Brunswick. 
N.J. It was founded In 1971 with seed 
money from tho Ford Foundlion. It is the 
only such center in the nation. 


THE EAGLETON for whom tho center 


is named is not related to Sen. Thomas 
Eaglcton, briefly vice presidential run- 
ning mate of Sen. George S. McGovcrn. 


The two political scientists recently 


told more about women In state legisla- 
tures, their first major analysis. What 
they reported was based on a conference 
some months ago attended by 50 invited 
women state legislators from among 357 
nationwide. 


Their preliminary report before Wom- 


en Executives in Public Relations, a pro- 
fessional group, showed that women who 
make it to tho state legislatures these 
days have in common: self-confidence 
and high self-esteem; a family back- 
ground that included politics as part of 
dinner table talk; deep involvement in 
non-political community voountary ser- 
vices such as League of Women Voters, 
thoPTA. 


Tho SO legislators agreed that in order 


to be accepted as equals at the state leg- 
islature level, women must work much 
harder than men to get elected. They 
must be better prepared than men when 
they present proposals, once elected. 


IN THE SELF-ESTEEM department it 


is fact that very few women legislators 
hold political power within the political 
structure, Miss Schmertz said in an in- 
terview. 


"While we cannot generalize since 


these 50 women were outstanding legisla- 
tors, It also appears that the female leg- 
islator in her personal life must be more 
circumspect than the male legislator." 


Poor conduct in drinking and sex life 


are accepted for male legislators but be- 
cause of what Mrs. Schmertz called "the 
double standard" the same isn't accept- 
ed for women solons. 


Both Dr. Mandcll and Miss Schmertz, 


formerly with headquarters staff of the 
A m e r i c a n Association of University 
Women (AAUW) In Washington, said the 
first report will bo out in 1973. 


The average age of male state legisla- 


tors Is 36 and of females, 57.

One always takes a chance, when buy- 


Ing n used car, that it is on the verge of 
a mechanical breakdown, despite the 
fact that its previous owner was "a little 
old lady who never took It out of the ga- 
rage." Even more serious, however, is 
the fact that many used cars were at one 
time recalled because of safety defects 
but were never taken to the dealer for 
corrective repairs. 


"Unsuspecting used car buyers may be 


buying cars with possibly defective en- 
gine mounts, or faulty rear axles, or 
steering wheel spokes that may break, or 
air heaters that may emit carbon mono- 
xido" warns tho National Safety Council. 


Since the passage of the National Traf- 


fic and Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 1966, 
more than 30 million cars have been re- 
called. Auto makers estimate that about 
90 per cent of tho owners of now cars 
bring them in for the necessary repairs, 
but in the case of cars four or five years 
old, the figure drops to about 50 per cent. 


If the repairs are not made and the 


owner falls to tell the dealer that the car 
has a potential safety hazard, the next 
owner will be unaware that he may be 
driving around in a death-trap, the NSC 
laid. 
ACCORDING TO Jim Klclty, road safe- 


ty supervisor for the NSC, "Only one out 
of 10 Chicago area car dealers contacted 
claimed to provide both inspection and 
necessary recall-related repairs before 
putting the trade-in cars out on their 
used car lots." 


Klelty urged used car buyers to ask 


the dealer to check the car's serial num- 
ber against the warranty processing cen- 
ters of the manufacturer. These data 
banks contain the serial numbers of all 
recalled vehicles. 


All recalled models are also listed In 


"Motor Vehicle Safety Defect Recall 
Campaigns," available from the Superin- 
tondent of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D. C. These 
listings, five in all, cost from 30 to 60 
cents each.

fects in vehicle inspections that are car- 
ried out by states and municipalities.

The Federal Trade Commission has 


charged three pesticide manufacturers 
with making deceptive safety claims for 
certain products. The FTC said the firms 
"misrepresent the products as safe, non- 
toxic and hazard-free, (and) fail to dis- 
close that they are dangerous to health, 
and detract from the effectiveness of in- 
structions and warnings on labeling." 


The companies and products named in 


tho complaints are Hercules, Inc., 
makers of Toxaphene and Delnav; Union 
Carbide Corp. — Scvin and Sevimol; and 
FMC Corp. — Furadan, Thiodan, Ethlon 
and Sinox. 


Toxaphene, the FTC charged, is not a 


"soft, non-persistent, non-mobile" pesti- 
cide as Hercules claims. Toxaphene is a 
chlorinated hydrocarbon used largely for 
agricultural pests and has been the cul- 
prit in massive fish kills in the past 


Sevin and Scvlmol, the FTC alleged, 


causes a problem by drifting and "should 
not be. handled without fear of causing 
harmful side effects." Union Carbide had 
claimed these carbaryl insecticides are 
more safe for insects, human beings and 
the environment than many other in- 
secticides. They are used In dusting trees 
and shrubs for bagworms and in- 
chworms, among other things. 


IN DISPUTING the safety of the four 


FMC products, the FTC observed that 
Thiodan is especially harmful to bees. 
Used frequently on ornamental plants 
and on vegetables and fruits, Thiodan is 
a chlorinated hydrocarbon and consid- 
ered persistent. • 


Ethion is an organophosphate used on 


fruits for aphids, leaf hoppers, maggots 
and other pests. Although it Is less per- 
sistent, it can bo absorbed through the 
skin and should not be handled without 
gloves. It is also sold under the names 
Niagara 1240 and Nlalate. 


The FTC is considering ordering'the 


firms to display the skull and crossbones 
on the labels of these products, as well 
as warnings indicating that the product 
"can be Injurious to health."

DPTG's 'Lion' Powerful 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


DCS Platnes Theatre Guild's produc- 


tion of "Tho Lion In Winter" Is most Im- 
pressive. It's first class theater with a 
great deal more emotional substance 
than the usual love triangle comedies. 


The momentum behind the two-act 


drama, that has its share of dry humor 
too, 
is set by Hank Vandcnboom who 


does an excellent job of portraying Hen- 
ry IT, King of England. 


The community theater actor from 


Wheeling has mastered his role, a diffi- 
cult one for the complex character of 
King Henry encompasses both arrogance 
and compassion, plus a great deal of im- 
patience and anger that easily turns Into 
wit and laughter. 


YET THE PLAY'S success and even 


Vandenboom's 
powerful 
performance 


hinge on much more, namely the rest of 
the cast. 


Director Nancy Kole has picked her ac- 


tors very carefully. There are no weak 
characters in the play. Each person has 
been meticulously molded into his or her 
respective role and except for a few dia- 
log muffs and false moves, the continual 
flow of family upheaval and dissent that 


marks "The Lion in Winter," remains in- 
tact 
• "Lion in Winter" by James Goldman Is 
both a humorous and dramatic tale of 
what might have occurred at a Christ- 
mastime gathering of a feuding royal 
family. 


"What should we hang, the holly or 


each other?" asks King Henry. 


ALL THREE OF the king's sons are 


vying for the throne. Since Henry's first 
born died, It is up to him to pick a suc- 
cessor, a decision not easy to moke since 
be unfairly favors one son, his estranged 
wife, Eleanor of Aquitoine, favors anoth- 
er, while the three sons themselves use 
any devious means to assure their own 
Individual rise to the throne. 


Yet in places where the verbal battles 


and 
accusations become extremely 


heavy, when personal morals are laid out 
to public condemnation, the dialog is bro- 
ken up with humorous retorts. Grave 
moments are replaced by laughter. 


Bert Miller of Evanston makes a very 


lovely Eleanor. Her sweet face Is mis- 
leading. She is very shrewd and attempts 
to manipulate her three sons In order to 
gain her own selfish end. 


RON VERSON, Jim Gicas and Rocky 


Laudadio play the three sons whose con- 
trast of stature and personality are high 
points of the play. 


Verson as Richard is brave but weak 


Inside. His brother John, played by Lau- 
dadio, is the castle idiot and Jim Gicas 
as Geoffrey, while both cunning and 
smart, lacks the endorsement of either 
his parents. 


The three remain both comrades and 


bitter enemies. 


The cast is also made up of Dan Krels- 


man who plays young Philip Capet, King 
of France, and Jackie Sbadinger, Hen- 
ry's mistress, Alois Capet 


There are those persons backstage who 


also deserve praise. Bill Shadinger has 
designed a very authentic set, and light- 
ing by Bob Stout and John Grabowski 
goes along way In furthering the effect of 
"The Lion In Winter." 


ALSO, COSTUME designer Ranae 


Jemc, with help from seamstresses Judy 
Castalkdi and Beth Vondenboom, Is re- 
sponsible for putting the finishing touch- 
es on the royal family. Bert Miller in 
particular is radiant in her queenly 
robes.

Anticipation of 'dinner with a farm 


family' brought to mind a table fairly 
groaning with an abundance of tempting 
food. So it was without reservation — or 
disappointment — that I sat down to din- 
ner at the home of Carol and Herman 
Nelmeler in rural Shelly, Idaho.

pare a typical farm-style dinner for six 
food editors who had arrived to tour R. 
T. French's potato processing plant in 
Shelly. 


Much too modest about her cooking, 


Carol insisted the meal was "really no 
trouble at all." But the quantities of 
simple but wholesome food seemed to in- 
dicate otherwise. 


Roast beef, baked potatoes, green sal- 


ad, cooked carrots, sweet-sour red cab- 
bage and hot rolls nearly exceeded the 
capacity of the dining room table. The 
addition of generous bowls of sour 
cream, salad dressings and other accom- 
paniments left only limited space for ser- 
vice. 


FOR DESSERT Carol prepared a fluf- 


fy combination of small angel food cake 
pieces mixed with nuts and whipped 
cream. Although I never actually saw a 
cow, there's little doubt that the whip- 
ping cream was farm-style too. 


In the heart of the potato country, it's 


only natural that conversation shifts to 
spuds. Herman told us the potatoes 
served at dinner had been harvested that 
afternoon for the occasion but potatoes 
are one of their regular staples. 


Carol deserves a special tribute for her 


hospitality and culinary efforts. She and 
her husband exemplify the warm unas- 
suming nature of many people close to 
the earth and those who enjoy the simple 
pleasures of life. 


The following recipe is for Carol's 


sweet-sour red cabbage. Although simple 
to prepare, it has excellent flavor and 
adds a colorful touch to the table. 


SWEET-SOUR 
RED CABBAGE 


1 medium head red cabbage 


•V4 cup sugar 
Vt cup water 
V4 cup to 1 cup 


currant wine 
Shred cabbage and cook in salt water

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She Extols Virtues Of Homemade Bread 


by LOIS SEILER 


After briefly greeting me at the door, 


Bertie Seltnger buMled Into my kitchen 
and began b*klng bread. My pUn had 
been to Interview Bertie about her fin- 
tastlc ability with yeast breads; It was a 
surprise to find that I would have a home 
demonstration! 


Priding myself on being a tidy house- 


keeper, I secretly gloated that, being 
caught unaware, even my oven was spot- 
less! But Bertlt was too busy, I'm sure, 
to even notice. The sour dough she 
brought had already risen once, and she 
was deftly rolling the pieces and holding 
them, forming the dough Into two hand- 
some loaves. Wo left them to rise and 
settled down to the task at hand. 


I asked Bertie, how she became Inter- 


ested in bread baking. 


She replied that she started about 


twenty years ago. Some personal mis- 
fortunes were grieving her and, rather 
than dwell on them, Bertie decided to do 
something new to relieve her frustra- 
tions. 


Bcrtlo's expertise with yeast dough be- 


came so well known that she decided to 
teach the subject at adult evening school. 
She taught two years at Herscy High and 
h now in her second year at Maine West. 


The popularity of her yeast breads 


course Is overwhelming, and I was 
curious to know what motivated women 
to enroll. 


"It's part of the handicraft move- 


ment," Dcrtlo replied. "Women are re- 
turning to tho skills of their ancestors 
and finding great satisfaction in being 
creative." 


"Some tried bread baking and failed, 


o t h e r s remembered their mother's 
bread, or their husband's mother had 
made bread, or they were dissatisfied 
v. ith the poor quality of store bread." 


"Economy is another factor," Bertie 


continued. "You can bake your own 
bread from 12 to 15 cents per loaf. How- 
ever, I tell my students to 'think yeast' 
— not just bread — aa the variety of 
baked goods that can bo prepared with 
j east is limitless." 


"If you know a few basic facts about 


tlic workings of yeast, and have a good 
recipe, you can achieve Instant success," 
Bcrtlo said reassuringly. "Everyone has 
an occasional failure when first learning, 
but experience is the best teacher and 
one con always profit by his mistakes." 


It helps to understand the character of 


yeast. It Is a living unucctlular plant that 
gives tho bread Its life, and can bo killed 
by combining it with too hot a liquid. 
Therefore, It Is best to reconstitute yeast 
In a temperature between 105 and 115 de- 
grees. 


During the rising process, a dough ball 


Is an Invisible mass of activity. Yeast 
cells consume sugar and carbohydrates 
for energy to divide and multiply, and in 
the process harmless carbon dioxide gas 
Lt produced. It becomes entrapped as 
bubbles in tho flour proteins called glu- 
ten. Elastic gluten stretches under the 
pressure. During baking, the yeast cells 
dio and the gluten congeals, leaving the 
velvety cellular structure that typifies 
hnmcbaked bread. 


By this time the yeast cells in the sour 


dough bread that Bertie had prepared for 
mo had multiplied sufficiently to double 
the volume; it was ready for the oven. 


"WOMEN AHE OFTEN troubled by 


tho variable In tho amount of flour called 
for in recipes," Bcrtlo said. "Flour loses 
or absorbs moisture, depending on the- 
humidity. They shouldn't worry about 
the difference as the dough will tell you 
during knoadlng when it has had enough 
(lour because it will stop sticking to tho 
work surface and become smooth and 
satiny." 
>> 


There are a few helpful hints that Ber- 


tlo recommends to her classes; use a 
wlro whisk to blend the ingredients up to 
tho first cup or two of flour; use a paint 
scraper to scoop up sticky dough and 
flour; buy yeast by the pound from a 
bakery — It Is more economical and can 
easily be divided into 16 one-ounce cubes 
by cutting it with a heavy thread. 


Bcrtlo no longer bakes bread to un- 


leash frustrations; It has, over the years, 
become part of her way of life. 


Being a very busy woman, she re- 


sorted to a dough mixer a few years ago 
and praises it highly. No matter what tho 
demands on her time, she can keep her 
family supplied with homemade bread 
and other baked goods with a minimum 
of effort. 


"You can moke enough dough for six 


loaves at a time, and It is a great con- 
venience as there is no mess to clean 
up," Bertie commented. All the in- 
gredients are dumped into tho tub of the 


mixer; then the handle is attached and 
the dough is mixed. 


The dugh is left to rise in the mixer, 


then shapecMnto loaves and baked. 


Along with teaching students bow to 


bake Italian and French bread, pizza 
dough, fried bread dough, white, rye, 
whole wheat, raisin and cinnamon bread, 
hamburger rolls, English muffins, sweet 
dough, coffee cakes, sweet rolls, yeast 
cookies, spactzle and noodles, Bertie 
adds a small dose of her own philosophy, 
peppered with humor and wit. 


This competent cook's excellent collec- 


tion of yeak recipes was acquired over 
the years — some from friends, some 
from cookbooks. Others she developed 
herself, among which is her prize-win- 
ning low cholesterol white bread recipe 
which won a blue ribbon for Bertie in the 
Heart Association of Northern Cook 
County's "Hearts and Flour Bake-Off 
last year. 


Cooking even carries over into her ex- 


tra-curricular activities, most of which 


she related to helping the deprived, the 


elderly and the retarded - "people who 
need people," as Bertie puts it 


Notwithstanding other activities, this 


woman's first allegiance is to her hus- 
band, Paul, and their daughters Olivia, 
17, Marilyn, 16, and Martha, 15, all stu- 
dents at Hersey High. She is also associ- 
ated with her husband in his business, 
conducted from their home in Mount 
Prospect 


Her low cholesterol white bread has a 


fine texture and soft crust, and from this 
one basic recipe you can also make ham- 


burger and hot dog rolls, poor boys, fried 
bread dough (like doughnuts) and Eng- 
lish muffins. The Starlight Sugar Grasps 
are crispy, different and delicious and 
the Scandinavian Cinnamon Coffee Bolls 
are a real treat for breakfast, club meet- 
ings or coffee parties. 


The raisin bread, too, is an exceptional 


recipe with a fine texture and tasty cin- 
namon flavor. 


The addition of potato flakes in Ber- 


tie's recipes has the same effect as the 
enzymes in potato water — improving 
the flavor and texture, and in general 
making a better loaf. 


By the time the interview was com- 


pleted, the beautifully braided sour 
dough bread had finished baking. What 
color — what flavor — what texture! 
Breaking bread with Bertie is, indeed, a 
great experience! 


WHITE BREAD DOUGH 


2 small cakes compressed yeast, 


or 2 packages dry yeast 


4 cups lukewarm water 


1/3 cup sugar 
1/3 cup liquid shortening 


(corn or vegetable oil) 


2/3 cup dry milk powder 


1 tablespoon instant potato 


(optional) 


2 tablespoons salt 
11 cups flour 
Soften yeast in lukewarm water. Add 


the sugar, oil, dry milk powder, potato 
flakes and salt Mix well with a wire 
whisk. Then add 3 cups flour and beat 
with whisk or wooden spoon. Continue to 
add TTm»ml"g flour until all has been 
mixed in. Turn out on floured board and 
knead dough, adding a little flour to pre- 
vent sticking. 


Place dough in greased bowl covered 


with greased waxed paper and a dish 
towel. Let rise at room temperature until 
double in bulk, about IV* to 2 hours. 


Divide dough on floured board and cut 


into two pieces. Divide one piece in half 
for two loaves of bread. Roll out remain- 
der and cut for hamburger rolls, hot dog 
buns or poor boys. Re-roll small pieces 
and use for fried bread dough. (Or use 
the whole recipe to make four loaves of 
bread.) 


Bread: 


For two loaves, mold the two cut 


pieces into bolls and shape into loaves.

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Are Your Sandwich Ingredients Compatible' 
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People who like sandwiches would like 


them even better if sandwich-makers 
paid more attention to the bread they 
use. Freshness, homemade taste and 
"compatibility" with the filling are the 
necessary Ingredients of a truly great 
sandwich bread, according to Kerry Ma- 
sada, a bread specialist 


Masada, the sandwich expert, operates 


Virginia Hardy's Oven at 1586 S. Buss* 
Road in Mount Prospect The shop spe- 
cialize* in breads and pies baked daily 
on the premises, using natural in- 
gredients tad none of the preservatives 
often incorporated In commercial-style 
products. 


"Americans go to great lengths to 


create sandwiches," he said. "They pick 
the finest meats or spreads, fuss over 
condiments and let their imaginations 
run riot when it comes to combinations. 
Then they slap it between two pieces of 
'artificial,' assembly-line bread aad won- 
der where the flavor went. 


"There is no way a sandwich can rise 


above the bread that Is such an Impor- 
tant part of it. Home-baked bread made 
with natural ingredients contributes as 
much to the ultimate sandwich as any- 
thing that goes between the two slices." 


As for "compatibility," Masada sug- 


gests a rule-of-thumb for deciding what 
bread goes with what filling. "Don't lot 
the flavor of either the bread or the fin- 
ing overpower the other," he said. 


Examples of "go-togcthcrs" include 


delicately-flavored chicken, turkey and 
egg salad with white or whole wheat; 
pungent cold cuts with dark rye or 
pumpernickel; cheese with whichever 
bread matches Its mildness or sharpness 


of taste. 


Masada hopes that sandwich-makers 


win quit thinking of the bread as only a 
means of holding the filling together. 


"They have the notion that sandwiches 


have bread only because without it you'd 
have to eat peanut butter and jelly with 
a spoon. But when the Earl of Sandwich 
started the whole thing, the bread played 


an important role in turning a slice of 
cold roost beef into a complete meal" 


It seems that the Earl didn't want to 


interrupt a winning streak in a 24-hour 
card game at his club and asked for a 
slice of beef between two slices of bread. 


"Under those circumstances 
table 


manners were hardly a consideration 
and a slice of cold roast is solid enough 


to be picked up and eaten. It was the 
bread that completed the meal and it 
was the bread that made the sandwich 
catch on," be said. 


Matching good bread with good filling 


could well turn people who regard sand- 
wiches only as a quick convenience into 


• people who savor sandwiches for their 
own sake. 


Jiffy Salmon Loaf 


Drain and reserve the liquid from a 


1-pound can salmon. Flake salmon Into 
bowl and combine 2 cups soft bread 
crumbs, tt teaspoon salt, 1 egg, 1 tea- 
spoon grated onions, 2 tablespoons 


chopped parsley, 4 cup milk and the re- 
served salmon liquid. Turn into oiled 
baking pan and bake in preheated 350 
degree oven for about 40 minutes. Serve* 
6. 


Few epicureans had more influence on 


preparation of fish and seafood In Amer- 
ica than did Gcorgo Rector. His father 
introduced oysters on the half shell to 
Chicago In 1803 at a restaurant at Clark 
and Monroe. Later he Introduced fresh 
lobster and other shell fish. 


lie also pulled his son, George, out of 


law school to go to Franco where he 
learned secrets of continental chefs. 


One of Rector's most unusual recipes 


Is called Flnclli Fried Oysters nnd I rec- 
ommend it to you. Mix equal parts of 
chopped crabmcat and fine fresh bread 
crumbs. Amounts will depend upon the 
number of oysters to be fried. Season 
with salt and pepper. 


Make a light batter by combining Vt 


cup flour, Vi teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, Vi cup milk and 1 egg. 
Mix the dry ingredients first, add milk 
gradually, then the egg, well beaten. 


Roll oysters In brcad-crabmeat mix- 


ture, then dip into the batter, then again 
into tho crumbs. Saute In butler until 
nicely browned, but avoid overcooking 
sinco this toughens oysters. Six oysters 
mako a normal serving. 


RECTOR'S SOLE nmandino is an easy 


way to serve a gourmet dish. Select solo 
flloto of serving size. Wash and pat dry. 
Melt butter in a skillet and saute until 
lightly browned on both sides. Remove 
from pan onto a hot platter and keep 
warm. 


Add 1 more tablespoon of butter to that 


remaining in pan. Heat, then pour over 
filets and sprinkle generously with 
warmed split blanched almonds.

Gradu- 
ally add 1 tablespoon of carefully 
dtrolncd fresh lemon juice. Spread sauce 
over not broiled fish.

served with fish should contain capers. 
Hera's an excellent preparation. Melt 3 
tablespoons butter in a saucepan. Blend 
3 tablespoons flour, Vi teaspoon salt, and 
1/8 teaspoon pcppper. Gradually add Itt 
cups hot fish stock, skimmed and 
strained (beef or chicken stock will do aa 
well) Stir until sauce thickens, then sim- 
mer S minutes. 


Remove from heat and add 2 more ta- 


blespoons butter cut into small bits. 
Drain 1 cup capers and mix with 1 tea- 
spoon fresh lemon Juice. Add to the 
sauce and serve with any fish.

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The Lighter Side 
Congress Addicted To Spending? 


DEAR DR. LAMB - We arc a retired 


couple and are contemplating going on a 
vegetarian diet We cannot keep up with 
the rising prices of meat. My husband is 
74 and I am 88. My health is good al- 
though I weigh MS pounds. My husband 
had a heart attack 12 years ago, and has 
been checked regularly by our doctor. 
Could you kindly tell us if it is safe to 
exclude meat and itemize those foods we 
could substitute for meat? 


Dear Reader — Yes, you can eliminate 


meat from the diet as many vegetarians 
have proved. If you Just want to ovoid 
the high prices of meat you might con- 
sider using chicken. The main danger 
from vegetarian diets is failure to get the 
necessary variety of proteins. 


You can get adequate amounts of pro- 


teins from soybeans and dry beans. 
There U a good reason why our fore- 
fathers used beans. They were healthy, 
nutritious and provided a lot of protein 
as well as necessary calories. I would 
recommend that you help balance the va- 
riety of your protein source by using 
skim milk (If you arc avoiding fat) and 
to economize use the nonfat skim milk 
powder for cooking purposes. Don't neg- 
lect to use some egg whites. They are an 
excellent source of proteins. 


You might even wont to see If the su- 


permarket's diet section has some pro- 
tein powder that you can use a certain 
amount of each day. Look at the labels to 
be sure that they list all of the eight es- 
sential amlno acids. There are some 
problems In cereals, Including wheat and 
oats. In fact. In animal studies giving 
wheat and gelatin combined was enough 
to provide the animals with all the essen- 
tial amlno acids necessary to sustain life. 
Gelatin is a good protein source although 
some vegetarians wouldn't like to use it 
since It docs come from animals. 


If you are just Interested in economy 


you could compromise and have some 
cheaper cuts of meat two or three times 
a week. You could stretch them a little 
by using them in stews — meat with po- 
tatoes, carrots and other vegetables.

DEAIt DR. LAMB — What is the pur- 


pose of a bone marrow test? What can be 
determined by It? Could the test tell if a 
person has bone cancer? 


Dear Reader — A bone marrow test 


consists of sticking a large needle into 
the breast bone and sucking out some of 
the marrow tissue. There are other tech- 


niques that are used to remove marrow 
from other bones. The bone marrow is 
the place where the blood cells are 
formed and by studying the marrow you 
can learn a lot about the person's blood 
forming mechanisms. If the bone mar- 
row isn't producing enough blood cells it 
can cause an anemia. It is sometimes 
affected by toxins and even a allergic 
type reaction to some mcdidens. 


Yes, if there is cancer that involves the 


bone structure you can sometimes find 
cells In the bone marrow, but I would 
like to emphasize that is not the only rea- 
son to do a bone marrow study.

Social 
Security 
and You 


by DICK WEST 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In the final 


throes of the 92nd Congress, which were 
reminiscent of the death scene from 
"Camllle," the lawgivers killed a propos- 
al to fix a $250 billion limit on govern- 
ment spending this fiscal year. 


The hangup was a provision that would 


have authorized the President to cut 
back programs Congress had approved. 


Critics argued this would amount of an 


admission that Congress was hooked on 
spending and needed outside help to keep 
expenditures under control. 


No such thought had ever crossed my 


mind, however. So I contacted a spokes- 
man for the Congressional Chapter of 
Spenders Anonymous (SA) to see if there 
was any basis for such an assertion. 


"THIS MAY COME as a shock to 


you," he said, "but we estimate that 
more than 78 per cent of the present 
members of Congress are problem spen- 
ders. 


"Most of them won't admit it, of 


course, even to themselves. They think of 


themselves as social spenders and have 
fooled themselves into believing they 
arent dependent on disbursements. 


"They'll say, 'Just because I vote for a 


couple of appropriation bills before din- 
ner every night doesn't mean I'm ad- 
dicted to spending, I only do it to relax.' 


"At that stage, however, they are al- 


ready habituated. The next thing you 
know they'll be taking up appropriation 
bills before lunch." 


I said, "Isn't it possible for a congress- 


man to spend in moderation without let- 
ting it get out of hand?" 


"IT RARELY WORKS that way," the 


SA spokesman said. "Many congressmen 
take the pledge of frugality upon their 
arrival in Washington. But the tempta- 
tion to be one of the boys is strong. 


"They tell themselves, 'Just one little 


porkbarrel project in my home district 


won't hurt anything.' And pretty soon 


they're having one more boondoggle for 
the road. 


"In the advanced stages of spender- 


ism, after all of their own projects have 
been funded, they wander around the 
Capitol corridors begging to co-sponsor 
some other congressman's project It's a 
pitiful sight." 


I said, "How does your organization" 


help congressmen overcome their spend- 
ing problem?" 


"We recommend that heavy spenders 


taper off by voting to curtail funds for 
programs and projects they dislike. 


"Then, if they still feel compelled to 


blow a few billion of the taxpayers' mon- 
ey, they can call us up and we'll send 
somebody over to get them drunk In- 
stead." 


Q— I HAVE A daughter 35 years old 


who has been an Invalid for over 20 
years because of an injury she received 
In an auto accident. My company had 
mandatory retirement at ago 65, so I will 
be retiring next month. Will my daughter 
receive any Social Security benefits? 


A—Yes, It may be possible for your 


daughter to receive benefits as an adult 
disabled child. These benefits are pay- 
able to the child of a worker who is cur- 
rently receiving Social Security benefits, 
or to the child of a deceased worker, if 
the worker has worked a sufficient time 
in work covered by Social Security. The 
child must have been continuously 
disabled before he was 18 years old. If 
you have not already contacted your 
nearest Social Security Office, you 
should do so immediately to file the nec- 
essary application. 


Q-I HAD WORKED at a job for near- 


ly 25 years until my doctor recently or- 
dered me to quit because of a serious 
heart condition. Even though my hus- 
band Is still 'jorklng, can I receive 
monthly social security disability pay- 
ments? 


A—The fact that your husband is work- 


ing will have no effect on monthly pay- 
ments which you may be entitled to on 
your earnings record. If you are found 
eligible for disability payments, you will 
be able to receive monthly checks. You 
should call, write, or visit any social se- 
curity office immediately to apply for 
disability payments. 


Q-I HAVE HEARD all kinds of stories 


•bout filing for social security disability 
benefits. Some say it's no trouble at all 
and others talk about a hard time. Is 
then a secret to filing for disability 
benefits in an easy way? 


A—There's no secret A worker who 


wants to file for disability benefits in the 
easiest and fastest way should take a tip 
from the Boy Scouts and "Be Prepared." 
What we mean is that the worker should 
have the information we need when we 
need It — at the time he files. A surpris- 
ing delay can be caused by not having a 
social security number or the exact name 
and address of a doctor. The information 
we require is simple but it also has to be 
correct and complete. For the informa- 
tion you'll need In your case, telephone 
255-7812.

with the marriage. That in turn breeds 
the Illusion that somewhere there exists 


a person with whom there would be no 
conflict Part of the American ideal of 
marriage is the conflict-free relationship. 
When it doesn't work out that way — and 
it never does, you're left with the idea 
that somewhere over the rainbow there's 
someone with whom to have the perfect 
relationship." 


DR. FELDMAN recently completed a 


study on the relationship between con- 


flict and success in marriage. He con- 
ducted the two part study among 48 mar- 
ried graduate students at the University 
of Illinois In Chicago. 


In trying to discover the reasons for a 


successful marriage he questioned the 
study's participants on how much pleas- 
ure they derived from their marriage 
and how satisfied they are with their 
relationship. 


A Drag By-Product: 'Self-Inflicted Stroke'

NEW YORK (UPI) - Dr. Anool N, 


Patcl's term for on apparently new 
disease of the blood vessels is "self-in- 
flicted stroke" — self-inflicted because 
so far It has appeared only in the more 
blatant of drug abuscrs. 


It was first reported In 1970 among 14 


adolescents who were injecting a variety 
of drugs, especially mcthamphetamlne 
or "Speed," Into their veins. The princi- 
pal symptom was a systemic, destructive 
inflammation of blood vessels possibly 
preliminary to "stroke."

Last yearilt was found among 19 


youths who also took "Speed," and other 
"uppers" and "downers," by injection. 
Their initial symptoms suggested 
"stroke" and coma. Irregular segments 
of the larger brain arteries were found to 
be constricted. A few small ones were 
blocked. 


Tins YEAR it has been found among 


17 youths who got their amphetamine 
from prescription pills. These they lique- 
fied by crushing for injection. Glistening 
tiny crystals appeared in small blood 
vessels, particularly in the eyes. One 
patient died and the autopsy revealed 
crystals In brain and lungs. 


Patel is a neurology specialist at Hah- 


nemann Medical College and Hospital in 
Philadelphia. He was commenting on 
these reports In the medical literature in 
the journal, "Annals of Internal Medi- 
cine." 


All these illnesses result from "In- 


sults" to the vascular system. When an 
"insult" is repeated and prolonged it 
may pop a blood vessel in the brain. The 
result is a catastrophe the layman calls 
a "stroke." 


So far,'Patel said, the exact nature of 


the drug abusers* insult was not known. 
Primarily it could be a single drug, and 
he suspected "Speed," or the dosage or 
the method of adminstration. Or it might 
be, he added, multiple drugs or idiosyn- 
cratic reaction or Impurities in the in- 
jected material or infection or a com- 
bination of factors. 


The original connotation of "stroke," 


Patel said, was that it resulted from the 
wrath of God. When you keep that in 
mind, you see how "over the years, the 
pattern of cerebrovascular disease has 
changed according to the nature of the 
temptations offered by Satan." 


Before penicillin syphillis was a lead- 


ing cause of stroke. Overeating, especial- 


ly of fatty foods, is blamed for accelera- 
ted artery-hardening and this, Patel 
said makes "Indulged appetite" a fore- 
most cause. And ."now with the explosion 
of the drug-worshipping culture, a hither- 
tofore unidentified vasular disease has 
emerged on the scene. 


Dr. Feldman based the criteria for a 


satisfactory relationship on the answer 
that if a couple thought things couldn't 
be better between them and they 
wouldn't want to change in any way they 
were most satisfied; but if the couple 
said they thought things had to change in 
their relationship or it couldn't continue, 
then their relationship was unsatisfacto- 
ry. 


According to Feldman it is inevitable 


that when two people have a very close 
relationship very intense emotions get 
stirred up. "I think that the first thing 
anybody who is thinking about marriage 
should be taught is the myth of the ideal 
conflict-free marriage is nonsense — it is 
not the kind of goal one should shoot 
for." 


IN MOST INSTANCES, he added, con- 


flict in the marriage comes from money 
disputes, personality conflict with the 
other person and sometimes from sex. 


"Whatever the specific disagreement is 


is not as important as how the people 
manage the disagreement Two people 
have to find their own way to deal with 
issues and disagreements and it's impor- 
tant they do find a way that works for 
them."

Dolt-Yourself 
Restore Stained Marble 


Must of our mall recently has been in 


the form of Inquiries about misprinted 
and mis-struck coinage that apparently 
does not conform to the usual pieces 
found In circulation. Three such Inquiries 
within as many weeks asked about the 
missing Inscription (UNITED STATES 
OP AMERICA) on dimes dated 1859. 
Curiously enough, there were fewer than 
100 such pieces ever struck and most are 
accounted for cither In numismatic li- 
braries or some of the sophisticated 
United States Type sets. 


If the readers purchased a piece of this 


design it would be to their advantage to 
have it authenticated since the rarity 
makes It very possible that It was al- 
tered from the obverse and reverse of 
two legitimate dimes, or It may be a 
counterfeit. 


Such pieces arc known as Transitional 


coins not Issued for circulation. They are 
struck during a period of transition from 
reverie dlo containing the words 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA to a 
new obverse die bearing that Inscription.

The new reverse is tested, so to speak 
with the old obverse, to assure an equal 
distribution of metal while checking the 
balance between the main devices. 


AS ILLUSTRATED above the Seated 


Liberty obverse is that used on our 
dimes from 1838 to I860. The reverse 
apparently proved satisfactory because 
It appears with an obverse Inscribed 
with UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
from 1MO to 1891. 


The same situation occurred with the 


half-dime of the same design and date. A 
half-dime transitional piece dated 1859 
with the reverse of 1860 and the obverse 
of 1859 Is valued at roughly $2,000 In 
Proof condition. 


The transitional dime with an 1860 re- 


verse and an 1859 obverse in the same 
condition carries a price tag of $3,500, 
but there is nothing to indicate either de- 
nomination could be bought on the open 
market. None were ever struck In other 
than Proof. 


On the chance that there may be other 


examples of this piece the buyer should 
examine the reverse edge just inside the 
dentlcled border pattern with a powerful 
glass. If there is any Indication of a fine 


hair-line running the full circumference 
of the coin at the immediate edge of the 
border pattern, it is more likely than not 
a fabricated piece using the obverse of 
an 1859 legally Issued dime and the re- 
verse of a similar I860 dune; well ma- 
chined and press fitted making it almost 
impossible to separate one from the oth- 
er.

Marble is a durable material that lasts 


indefinitely. It has a hard surface that is 
easily wiped. However it is not im- 
pervious to staining. In spite of its hard 
surface H is porous. 


Stains should be cleaned immediately. 


Failure to do so will cause them to pene- 
trate below the surface. 


Marble is used around the house for 


windowsills and tops of coffee and lamp 
tables. These are surfaces on which ob- 
jects are often placed. Most spills that 
are wiped up right away will not stain. 


But if there is a stain, learn what to do 


to remove it and then how to restore the 
polish to the marble surface. 


Fortunately, 
most stains fall into 


groups, and within the group, they can 
be removed with a particular method. 


MOST GREASY STAINS are caused 


not only by butter, oil and oily foods, but 
milk and cream as well. A quick washing 
with ammonia and water will remove the 
stain before it sets. If not tackled quickly 
there will be a stain which will have to 
be cured by other measures. 


The stain will have to be removed with 


a solvent applied in paste form. Get 
some powdered whiting at a paint or 
hardware store. Make a paste with dry 
cleaning fluid, gasoline, acetone or sim- 
ilar solvent. Acetone is the safest of 
these. 


Apply the paste to the stain and leave 


for .a few hours. Since the paste only 
works when it is moist, you may have to 
add fluid occasionally. 


Organic stains from tea, coffee, to- 


bacco, dyes in fabrics and paper can be 
rinsed away with clear water if caught 
right away. 


If a stain does occur, make a paste of 


whiting and hydrogen peroxide. Apply 
this to the stain and add a few drops of 
ammonia. 


The paste solutions used to remove 


stains should be removed from the 
marble surface only when completely 
dry. Wash the powdery residue with hot 
water. Then polish with a dry rag. 


STAINS THAT ARE left top long will 


eat into the marble, some will etch the 
surface right away. Foods with acid such 
as fruit juices, wine and vinegar are 
among them. 


Wash with plenty of clear water and 


then apply the spot removing paste, gen- 
erally the whiting and hydrogen per- 
oxide. Keep applying until you have 
bleached out the stain. 


To restore the polish to the surface af- 


ter removing the spot, polish with a 
marble polishing compound or putty 
powder. Sprinkle on the surface and rub 
with a damp cloth until you have re- 
tstorcd the shine. Then wipe away and 
polish with a dry cloth. 
Paste wax will protect marble surfaces 


and make cleaning caster.

Suburban Republicans End Season With Losing Record 


by BOB LA1IEY 
A News Analysis 


Suburban Republican voters finished a 


long election season with a losing record 
on the national, state and county levels: 
Won, S; Lort, 7; one in doubt 


In localized races, suburbanites mostly 


went with the known quantities, reelec- 
tlnj Incumbents down the line in five 
state legislative districts and returning 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane to Congress 
with • vast majority In the 12th Congres- 
sional District. The exception to the rule 
of incumbency was in the new 10th Con- 
gressional District, where voters picked 


Republican Samuel H. Young of Glen- 
view over incumbent Democrat Abner 
Mikva, although Mlkva is an Incumbent 
in another district 


Suburban voters bucked a losing tide in 


delivering heavy votes for Gov. Richard 
B. OgUvle and secretary of state candi- 
date Edmund Kucharskl. 


But they'cast the decisive vote in the 


Big One, giving Bernard Carey a nearly 
2-1 suburban margin over State's Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahnn to provide the 
votes he needed to overcome a sur- 
pringly slim Hanrahan lead hi Chicago. 
In the townships of Maine, Elk Grove, 


Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheeling 
alone, Carey piled up nearly a 100,000 
vote lead over Hanrahan. 


Thousands of suburban Republicans 


who had switched to the Democratic 
Party primary hi March to vote for Dan 
Walker and Hanrahan returned to the 
fold, giving Gov. Ogilvie nearly a 2-1 
edge in the five Northwest townships, 
and a better margin to Carey. 


But Ogilvie's suburban margin .proved 


of no avail, as did those of Kucharski 
and five of the seven GOP candidates for 
Cook County offices. 


THE OUTCOME of the state comptrol- 


ler's race, in which the suburbs went 
heavily for Republican George Lindberg, 
state representative from Crystal Lake 
was still in doubt late yesterday. With 
97.7 per cent of the vote reported, Lind- 
berg held a lead of 2,155,461 over Down- 
state Democrat Dean Barringer's 
2,029,786. 


As county results continued to accumu- 


late yesterday, Republicans Donald Mu- 
lack, who sought the job of county coro- 
ner, and Lucy Reum, candidate • for 
recorder of deeds, were holding nearly 
2-1 advantages in the suburbs, but they 
were overcome by the strong Democratic 


vote in the city for incumbents Andrew 
Toman and Sidney Olsen. Republican 
Robert Sklodowski failed to match the 
suburban showing of his running mates 
in the suburbs, running something under 
60 per cent while gaming only about 34 
per cent hi the city hi his bid against 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher. 


Despite heavy suburban margins for 


the three Republican candidates for the 
board of trustees of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, only Republican Joan 
Anderson of Western Springs salvaged a 
seat on the board in the face of the over- 


whelming Democratic vote in Chicago 
for that race. 


The suburbs followed the state and na- 


tional tides in the victories of Sen. 
Charles Percy and President Nixon. The 
five Northwest suburb townships, with 
only scattered precincts not reporting, 
showed Percy with a margin of 146,767 
over U.S. Rep. Roman Puclnski's 53,548. 
In those townships, the President had ac- 
cumulated 138.586 votes over Sen. 
McGovern's 47,180. 


In legislative races in the Northwest 


suburbs, the only surprise was that there

Elk Grove Village voters came out 


strong to rcclcct Pros. Richard M. Nixon 
in Tuesday's general election with 6.0C8 
votes for Nixon and 2,104 ballots for 
Democrat Gcorgo McGovcrn. 


Voter turnout was reported heavy In 


village prccints with about 88 per cent of 
all registered voters going to the polls 
even though two precincts had voting 
machine troubles. 


"I think so many people went to the 


polls to make sure Nixon was rcclcctcd," 
Jack Theobald, Elk Grove Township Re- 
publican official, said. Ho added that he 
also believed interest was high in the 
state and local contests. 


In tho governor's race, Elk Grove Vil- 


lage result* showed Incumbent GOT. 
Richard B. Ogllvlo edging out his Demo- 
cratic opponent, Daniel Walker, 4,804 


votes to 3,230. Ogilvie captured more 
than 59 per cent of the vote in the Chi- 
cago suburbs, but he slid back to only 48 
per cent around the state and lost his bid 
for a second term after Chicago's heavy 
Democratic vote was counted. 


Village voters gave Republican U.S. 


Sen. Charles Percy a two-to-one lead 
over challenger Roman Puclnski with 
5,697 votes cast for Percy and 2,340 for 
Pucinski. Illinois totals showed the Re- 
publican senator with 2,157,606 votes or 
60.9 per cent, and Pucinski with 1,384,096, 
or 39.1 per cent of the votes. 


IN THE COOK County state's attorney 


race, Republican Bernard Carey cap- 
tured a clear majority of tho voters in 
the village, but incumbent Edward Han- 
rahan made a stronger showing in some 


of the more "blue-collar" precincts hi 
Elk Grove Township. Carey won 5,123 
Elk Grove Village votes, and Hanrahan 
got 2,982. In the township Carey added 
23,072 votes with Hanrahan receiving 
11,657. 


In the 3rd District state senate race, 


William Rose fared best in his hometown 
Elk Grove Village where he gathered 
3,021 votes, still 1,716 votes short of state 
Rep. David Regner's 4,737 ballots in the 
village. Regner won in the district with 
54,874 votes against Rose's 23,378, show- 
ing. 


Undaunted by his defeat^ Rose said the

Budget Line/ Board Orders 


The Elk Grove Township Dlst 59 


School Board gave the administration a 
general directive to "hold the line" in 
planning tho 1973-74 school year budget. 


Tho board Issued its.directive at the 


regular meeting Monday evening. Tho 
administration had requested guidance 
from the board before beginning work on 
the new budget. 


In a memo to the board, the adminis- 


tration said "hold tho line" implies "as 
much restraint as possible in all items," 
but "there are some built-in increases 
duo to negotiated agreements with em- 
ployes, changes In cost of items pur- 
chased and so on." 


Board member Allen Sparks, In mak- 


ing the motion on the directive, said the 
board and administration should develop 
a list of additional programs and ser- 
vices which may be added to the budget 
If funds arc available.

from neighboring School Dlst 25 In Ar- 
lington Heights asked why the board did 
not apply for federal funding under a 
"Title II" provision for school aid. 


Under the program, federal funds are 


distributed to tho states. School districts 
in tho Individual states then apply for the 
funds which are used to purchase any 


library and learning center materials ex- 
cept books. 


The funds are distributed to all schools 


applying, pro-rated on the total enroll- 
ment of each district 


Based on the money Dist 25 received, 


it Is estimated" that Dlst. 59 would have 
received $15,000 if the board had applied 
for tho funds. 


JAMES ERVITI, superintendent of 


Dlst. 59, sold the district would have to 
spend almost as much additional money 
from local taxes as would be received 
from tho government under "Title II" 
provisions if the district participated in 
the program. 


Ervitl said the district was using its 


full staff to administer the purchasing 
and use of "several hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of material," purchased 
under a bond referendum.

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Carey Win Seen As Very Significant For Republicans

Republican Bernard Carey dealt a 


staggering blow to the Cook County 
Democratic machine Tuesday by defeat- 
Ing Edward Hanrahan for state's attor- 
ney in what must be considered one of 
the most serious political upsets in re- 
cent yean. 


Political observers yesterday said the 


decisive Carey victory may have sig- 
natod the beginning of the end of the 
Democratic party's control of the county 
as well as tho political career for the 
controversial Hanrahan. 


Carey, a former FBI agent and under- 


sheriff of Cook County, combined a 
heavy GOP vote in the suburbs with a 


remarkable showing in Chicago to unseat 
the Incumbent Hanrahan, who campaign- 
ed on a tough, law-and-order platform. 


With 5,084 of the 5,281 precincts report- 


ed countywide, Carey led Hanrahan by 
almost 130,000 votes, with 1,167,872 voters 
casting for Carey and 1,038,666 for Han- 
rahan. 


IN THE 27 SUBURBAN townships, 


Carey grabbed 60.6 per cent of the vote, 
outdistancing the fiery incumbent by 
more than 200,000 votes. Carey received 
57S.3M votes in the suburbs to 374,916 for 
Hanrahan. 


The key to Carey's upset victory, how- 


ever, came In the City of Chicago, where 
Carey received slightly more than 47 per 


cent of the vote, based on unofficial re- 
turns. 


With 3,064 of the city's 3,209 precincts 


reported, Carey trailed Hanrahan by 
only slightly more than 70,000 votes. 


Based on the incomplete returns, 


Carey appeared to have carried at least 
21 of the city's 50 wards, with 663,750 
votes for Hanrahan and 592,478 for 
Carey, or 47.2 per cent of the votes 
counted. 


Carey also carried 21 of the 27 subur- 


ban townships, including the five in the 
Northwest suburban area — Elk Grove, 
M a i n e , Palatine, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling. 


Hanrahan appeared to have won only

ABC prognosticated that 
Percy would finish only slightly ahead of 
Puclnskl, a statement that surprised the 
senator because ho knew it couldn't be 
right. He answered politely that he would 
be happy just to match his victory total 
of 1966 when he defeated Incumbent 
Democratic Sen. Paul Douglas by 422,000 
votes. 


Percy answered the next question by 


saying "speculation is unfounded" that 
he would run for president In 1976. He 
referred to other possible standard bear- 
ers, Including senators Robert Taft, How- 
ard Baker and Edward Brooke and 
added ho looked forward to his next six 
years In the senate. 


Then tho national television com- 


mentators, Howard K. Smith and Harry 
Reasoner, asked the senator about his re- 
action to President Nixon's and his own 
impending victories. He sold he was 
pleased with both prospects. His wife, 
Lorraine, and son, Roger, nodded their 
approval. 


By 7:30, NBC had projected Percy 


would win the election by a bigger mar- 
gin than he did in 1966 and certainly by a 
wider margin than WLS predicted just a 
half'hour earlier. Percy, Interviewed by 
Palmer, said once again he was gratified 
with the results, again insisted he looked 
forward to another six years in the Sen- 
ate, again asserted It was a great victory 
for Richard Nixon. He was all apple pie 
when he said, "It's time torally behind 
the nation, the flag and the president." 


Percy then made the rounds of the 


various clusters of supporters and well 
wishers, went back to his room to Mow 
the television account of the races across 
the country and finally made his accept- 
ance speech. 


The long campaign was finally over. 


And, as one Percy aide said two weeks 
ago, "The best thing about this campaign 
is that it will finally come to an end."

for merchants' windows, 151,200 window 
dccals and 37,800 bumper stickers and In- 
struction manuals. English said the pens 
and other paraphernalia will be dis- 
tributed among the three municipalities 
on the basis of population, but added that 
materials may be shared among the 
three if the need arises. 


Here's how Operation Identification 


will work: 


Engraving pens will be loaned free of 


charge to area residents. Each resident 
will use the pens to mark his or her driv- 
er's license number on valuables. If 
someone docs not have a driver's license, 
n number will be provided by the local 
police department. This makes stolen 
Items Immediately traceable to their 
owners, and a thief cannot claim stolen 
property as his own. 


After engraving valuables, each owner 


wilt be given a window dccal proclaim- 
Ing. "All items of value on these prem- 
ises have been marked for ready identi- 
fication by law enforcement agencies." 


SPONSORS OF THE program say the 


window dccals will act as a foil to bur- 
glars, claiming that once a burglar 
knows that Items In a house arc marked, 
he may think twice about burglarizing 
the residence. And the "fence" who sells 
stolen property may be hesitant to try to 
sell marked valuables. If a fence won't 
buy an Item, the burglar has lost his 
market, they say. 


Operation Identification comes at a 


time when daytime residential burglaries 
in (he United States have Increased 286 
per cent In the last 10 years. 


The Idea of Operation Identification 


was introduced In Monterey Park, Calif., 
in 1063 when homeowners responded to a 
police department circular and began 
marking their valuables. Since then, only 
20 burglaries have occurred In more than 
5,000 participating households. By con- 
trast, more than 2,000 burglaries have 
been committed In 6,000 nonpartkipating 
households during the same period. '

Suburban Republicans End Season With Losing Record

Suburban Republican voten finished a 


long election seaion with a losing record 
on the national, state and county levels: 
Won, 5; Lost, 7; one In doubt 


In localized races, suburbanites mostly 


went with the known quantities, reelec- 
tlng incumbents down the line in five 
state legislative districts and returning 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane to Congress 
with a vast majority in the I2th Congres- 
sional District. The exception to the rule 
of Incumbency was in the new 10th Con- 
gressional District, where voten picked 


Republican Samuel H. Young of Glen- 
view over incumbent Democrat Abner 
Mlkva, although Mikva is an incumbent 
in another district 


Suburban voters bucked a losing tide in 


delivering heavy votes for Gov. Richard 
B. Ogllvie and secretary of state candi- 
date Edmund Kucharsld. 


But they cast the decisive vote in the 


Big One, giving Bernard Carey a nearly 
2-1 suburban margin over State's Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahan to provide the 
votes he needed to overcome a sur- 
pringly slim Hanrahan lead In Chicago. 
In the townships of Maine, Elk Grove, 


Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheeling 
alone', Carey piled up nearly a 100,000 
vote lead over Hanrahan. 


Thousands of suburban Republicans 


who had switched to the Democratic 
Party primary in March to vote for Dan 
Walker and Hanrahan returned to the 
fold, giving Gov. Ogilvie nearly a 2-1 
edge in the five Northwest townships, 
and a better margin to Carey. 


But Ogilvie's suburban margin proved 


of no avail, as did those of Kucharski 
and five of the seven GOP candidates for 
Cook County offices. 


THE OUTCOME of the state comptrol- 


ler's race, In which the suburbs went 
heavily for Republican George Lindberg, 
state representative from Crystal Lake 
was still in doubt late yesterday. With 
97.7 per cent of the vote reported, Lind- 
berg held a lead of 2,155,461 over Down- 
state Democrat Dean Barrlnger's 
2,029,786. 


As county results continued to accumu- 


late yesterday, Republicans Donald Mu- 
lack, who sought the job of county coro- 
ner, and Lucy Reum, candidate for 
recorder of deeds, were holding nearly 
2-1 advantages in the suburbs, but they 
were overcome by the strong Democratic 


vote in the city for incumbents Andrew 
Toman and Sidney Olsen. Republican 
Robert Sklodowski failed to match the 
suburban showing of his running mates 
in the suburbs, running something under 
60 per cent while gaining only about 34 
per cent in the city in his bid against 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher. 


Despite heavy suburban margins for 


the three Republican candidates for the 
board of trustees of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, only Republican Joan 
Anderson of Western Springs salvaged a 
seat on the board in the face of the over- 


whelming Democratic vote in Chicago 
for that race. 


The suburbs followed the state and na- 


tional tides in the victories of Sen. 
Charles Percy and President Nixon. The 
five Northwest suburb townships, with 
only scattered precincts not reporting, 
showed Percy with a margin of 146,767 
over U.S. Rep. Roman Pudnskl's 53,548. 
In those townships, the President had ac- 
cumulated 138,586 votes over Sen. 
McGovern's 47,180. 


In legislative races in the Northwest 


suburbs, the only surprise was that there

Ann Matasar smiled through most of 


the evening at her Winnetka headquar- 
ters even though election returns showed 
she was not going to win the State Senate 
seat for the 1st District 


She smiled as her workers somewhat 


tearfully said goodnight, and she smiled 
when she left for other township head- 
quarters to thank her workers. She said 
it had been a good campaign. 


For Mrs. Matasar, the chance of win- 


ning the election had been a long shot, but 
the precinct returns showed she was 
doing better than most professional poli- 
ticians had predicted.

property because the MSD required that 
the property be leveled. The board esti- 
mated it would cost $10,000 to level and 
grade the property. A real estate firm 
has estimated that the property in ques- 
tion will only be worth $8,000 to $10,000 
once it is leveled. 


The sewage treatment plant, which has 


been closed for several years, is next to 
a tot lot owned by the park district. 
There are three small buildings on the 
property, and the park district could 
have used them for storage. 


The large treatment vats, however, 


would have had to be removed to make 
the land safe for children. The vats are 
made of steel reinforced concrete, and 
therefore would be too expensive to re- 
move. The treatment plant is closed off 
by a fence. 


PARK SUPT. Dave Phillips said he 


told the MSD that the park district would 
only be interested in leasing the property 
for $1 for 25 years if the MSD leveled the 
land first. 


Phillips said the MSD was not inter- 


ested in this proposal. They told Phillips 
that if the park district did not lease the 
land, the MSD would put it up for sale. 


Board member Eugene Sackett voted 


in favor of leasing the land. He said that 
if the park district did not lease the land, 
some form of industry or business might 
move into what is now a residential area. 


He was outvoted, however, by Gus Niz- 


zi and Alf Wilson. Lorraine Lark and Bob

In localized races, suburbanites mostly 


went with the known quantities, reelec- 
tlng Incumbents down the line in five 
state legislative districts and returning 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane to Congress 
with • vast majority in the 12th Congres- 
sional District The exception to the rule 
of Incumbency was In the new 10th Con- 
gressional District, where voters picked 


Republican Samuel H. Young of Glen- 
view over Incumbent Democrat Abner 
Mikva, although Mlkva is an incumbent 
in another district 


Suburban voters bucked a losing tide in 


delivering heavy votes for Cov. Richard 
B. Ogilvle and secretary of state candi- 
date Edmund KucharsJd. 


But they cast the decisive vote in the 


Big One, giving Bernard Carey a nearly 
2-1 suburban margin over State's Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahan to provide the 
votes be needed to overcome a sur- 
prlngly slim Hanrahan lead in Chicago. 
In the townships of Maine, Elk Grove, 


Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheeling 
alone, Carey piled up nearly a 100,000 
vote lead over Hanrahan. 


Thousands of suburban Republicans 


who had switched to the Democratic 
Party primary in March to vote for Dan 
Walker and Hanrahan returned to the 
fold, giving Gov.' Ogilvie nearly a 2-1 
edge in the five Northwest townships, 
and a better margin to Carey. 


But Ogilvie's suburban margin proved 


of no avail, as did those of Kucharski 
and five of the seven GOP candidates for 
Cook County offices. 


THE OUTCOME of the state comptrol- 


ler's race, in which the suburbs went 
heavily for Republican George Lindberg, 
state representative from Crystal Lake 
was still in doubt late yesterday. With 
97.7 per cent of the vote reported, Lind- 
berg held a lead of 2,155,461 over Down- 
s t a t e Democrat Dean Barringer's 
2,029,786. 


As county results continued to accumu- 


late yesterday, Republicans Donald Mu- 
lack, who sought the job of county coro- 
ner, and Lucy Reum, candidate for 
recorder of deeds, were holding nearly 
2-1 advantages in the suburbs, but they 
were overcome by the strong Democratic 


vote in the city for incumbents Andrew 
Toman and Sidney Olsen. Republican 
Robert Sklodowsti failed to match the 
suburban showing of his running mates 
in the suburbs, running something under 
60 per cent while gaming only about 34 
per cent in the city in his bid against 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher. 


Despite heavy suburban margins for 


the three Republican candidates for the 
board of trustees of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, only Republican Joan 
Anderson of Western Springs salvaged a 
seat on the board in the face of the over- 


whelming Democratic vote in Chicago 
for that race. 


The suburbs followed the state and na- 


tional tides in the victories of Sen. 
Charles Percy and President Nixon. The 
five Northwest suburb townships,, with 
only scattered precincts not reporting, 
showed Percy with a margin of 146,767 
over U.S. Rep.

In those townships, the President had ac- 
cumulated 138,586 votes over Sen.

Case: Shoplifting Costing Millions 


Shoplifting Is becoming a crime of ma- 


jor proportion that is costing businesses 
millions of dollars annually, Rolling 
Meadows Police Chief Lewis Case said 
yesterday In a speech before the board of 
directors of the Rolling Meadows Shop- 
ping Center Association. 


Cose told the group too many think of 


shoplifting as merely a "petty crime" of 
little or no consequence when in fact it is 
a type of crime that Is causing increas- 
ing expense to businesses and shoppers 
as well. 


"You have to pass the loss onto the 


customer," Case told the members, "be- 
cause If you didn't there is no way you 
could effectively compete in our free en- 
terprise and competitive system." 


There are three types of shoplifters 


Case warned the group to be alert to, the 
professional shoplifter, the nonprofes- 
slonal, and the person whom Case said 
works for a store and "thinks he has 
take-home privileges." Case said the 
nonprofessional can be anyone from a 
child to an adult who may steal out of 
need, want, mental illness, or to give 
gifts around holidays. 


These people get caught eventually, 


Case said, and often it is conscience that 
leads them to surrender. It is the profes- 
sional shoplifter toward whom Case 


, warned the members to be wary. Re said 


often professionals spend hours planning 
how to steal goods from a store and even 
have attorneys as part of "their team" 


to represent them if caught. 


Case told the merchants to be particu- 


larly watchful of persons entering their 
stores with loosely-fitting clothing, large 
purses, shopping bags, or boxes and who 
meander around a store but purchase 
nothing. He advised them that merchants 
must be willing to sign complaints against 
offenders or the thefts will continue. 


As preventative measures, Case said 


the stores should train personnel to be 
observant of suspicious persons. He also 
said stores should not provide shopping 
bags to customers, nor to display high 
value merchandise near doors.

Township 
Government 
Gets Approval 


Northfield Township residents gave 


township officials there a vote of con- 
fidence by turning down a referendum 
Tuesday to abolish that form of govern- 
ment 


With most of the precincts tallied in 


Northfield Township, residents voted to 
retain the township system by a wide 
margin. More than 9,000 persons favored 
township government and 6,000 opposed 
it. 


The referendum was initiated by the 


League of Women Voters in Northfield 
Township and was the first time that 
township residents have voted on the is- 
sue. 


The Northfield Township question was 


placed on the ballot, while a similar 
move in Palatine, Main and Nflea Town- 
ships was not allowed by the district 
courts. The Appellate Court, however, 
will consider the legality of a township 
referendum in Palatine, Maine and Miles 
townships but no date has been set for 
hearings. 


THE MOVE BY the three townships 


was thrown out by the circuit court be- 
cause there was not ample time to notify 
residents of the referendum. Officials of 
the three townships refused to place the 
question on the ballot contending there is 
no other form of government to replace 
townships. 


The question of whether to dissolve 


Northfield Township government went 
through court channels before getting on 
the ballot 


It wasn't until last Friday when the 


Illinois Appellate Court upheld a lower 
court decision to allow the vote that 
township residents knew for sure they 
would have the final voice In the issue. 


Northfield's case had earlier been sep- 


arated from the other three township 
coses because township officials did not 
resist the LWV efforts to put the question 
on the ballot. 


The suit challenging those efforts was 


brought by bondholders who feared aboli- 
tion of the township would adversly af- 
fect their sewer bonds. 


The defeat of the referendum assures 


township government will exist in North- 
field for at least two years. Another ref- 
erendum on the same issue cannot be 
called for 23 months.

Suburban voters bucked a losing tide in 


delivering heavy votes for Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvle and secretary of state candi- 
date Edmund Kucharsld. 


But they cast the decisive vote in the 


Big One, giving Bernard Carey a nearly 
2-1 suburban margin over State's Ally. 
Edward V. Hanrahan to provide the 
votes he needed to overcome a sur- 
prlngly slim Hanrahan lead in Chicago. 
In the townships of Maine, Elk Grove, 


Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheeling 
alone, Carey piled up nearly a 100,000 
vote lead over Hanrahan. 


Thousands of suburban Republicans 


who had switched to the Democratic 
Party primary hi March to vote for Dan 
Walker and Hanrahan returned to the 
fold, giving Gov. Ogilvle nearly a 2-1 
edge in the five Northwest townships, 
and a better margin to Carey. 


But Ogilvie's suburban margin proved 


of no avail, as did those of Kucharskl 
and five of the seven GOP candidates for 
Cook County offices. 


THE OUTCOME of the state comptrol- 


ler's race, in which the suburbs went 
heavily for Republican George Lindberg, 
state representative from Crystal Lake 
was still in doubt late yesterday. With 
97.7 per cent of the vote reported, Lind- 
berg held a lead of 2,155,461 over Down- 
state Democrat Dean Baninger's 
2,029,786. 


As county results continued to accumu- 


late yesterday, Republicans Donald Mu- 
lack, who sought the job of county coro- 
ner, and Lucy Reum, candidate for 
recorder of deeds, were holding nearly 
2-1 advantages in the suburbs, but they 
were overcome by the strong Democratic 


vote in the city for Incumbents Andrew 
Toman and Sidney Olsen. Republican 
Robert Sklodowski failed to match the 
suburban showing of his running mates 
in the suburbs, running something under 
60 per cent while gaining only about 34 
per cent in the city in his bid against 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher. 


Despite heavy suburban margins for 


the three Republican candidates for the 
board of trustees of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, only Republican Joan 
Anderson of Western Springs salvaged a 
seat on the board in the face of the over- 


whelming Democratic vote in Chicago 
for that race. 


The suburbs followed the state and na- 


tional tides in the victories of Sen. 
Charles Percy and President Nixon. The 
five Northwest suburb townships, with 
only scattered precincts not reporting, 
showed Percy with a margin of 146,767 
over U.S. Rep. Roman PucinskTs 53,548. 
In those townships, the President had ac- 
cumulated 
138,586 votes over Sen. 


McGovern's 47,180.

image of the town. Second highest vote- 
getter was Sen.

Prospect He received 17,141 votes to in- 
cum bent Edward Hawaiian's 7,834. 
County-wide, the race was closer with 
Carey getting 53 per cent to Hanrahan's 
47 per cent.

'Schlickman was glad the race was 
over. "I personally campaigned harder 
-this time than in any race for the state 
legislature," said the man who was re- 
districted out of 80 per cent of his home 
territory. He admitted he ran almost as 
hard as during the 1969 Congressional 
runoff, when he, John Nimrod and Sam 
Young, all winners Tuesday, were de- 
feated. 


"It just shows that John Nimrod, Sam 


Young and Schlickman don't fade away, 
they win," said the legislator, who'll be- 
gin his fifth term in Springfield next 


- year. 


SCHLICKMAN was not as confident of 


victory at 8 p.m. Tuesday when he 


walked into the Wheeling Township Re- 
publican headquarters, where precinct 
workers were already jubilant about the 
Presidential win 'and still pretty sure 
that Dick Ogilvie could beat Dan Walker. 
"You're a winner. You've got it made," 
they told Schlickman, grabbing for his 
arm.

At 8:30 p.m., Schlickman admitted it

Sitting In an office In the lower level of 


the Morton House Restaurant in Skokie, 
John Nimrod, the new 4th District Sena- 
tor, was a picture of confident efficiency 
early Tuesday night 


His quiet, assured manner soothed pre- 


cinct captains as they called in with wor- 
risome questions, though it was evident 
as he perched on the edge of his cbair 
that he was still a little unsure of what 
the final election results might show in 
the race between him and Democrat 
Thomas Flynn. 


Yet at 7:30 p.m., things were going

Set Joint Fight 
On Burglaries 


Three area municipalities soon will be- 


gin a program that area police depart- 
ments hope will cut down the number of 
burglaries. 


"Operation Identification" will soon be 


under way in Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Elk Grove Village. Each 
resident of the three municipalities will 
have access to an engraving pen to mark 
valuables for easy identification should 
they be stolen. It is hoped that window 
decals declaring the owner of a residence 
as a member of Operation Identification 
will deter burglars from taking marked 
property that would be difficult for bur- 
glars to unload. 


The three municipalities have joined 


together for this project, and have re- 
ceived a $2,223 state grant to purchase 
the necessary equipment. Working with 
local police will be the Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect Jaycees, the Elk 
Grove Village Veterans of Foreign Wars 
and the Arlington Heights Junior Wom- 
an's Club. 


These civic organizations will be in 


charge of distributing information and 
getting substantial participation on the 
part of local homeowners and apartment 
dwellers. The program will be adminis- 
tered by Bert Gidecns, Mount Prospect 
chief of police. 


CAPT. MAURY ENGLISH, Arlington 


Heights police, said the state grant will 
purchase 141 engraving pens, 700 cards 
for merchants' windows, 151,200 window 
decals and 37,800 bumper stickers and in- 
struction manuals. English said the pens 
and other paraphernalia will be dis- 
tributed among the three municipalities 
on the basis of population, but added that 
materials may be shared among the 
three if the need arises. 


Here's how Operation Identification 


will work: 


Engraving pens will be loaned free of 


charge to area residents. Each resident 
will use the pens to mark his or her driv- 
er's license number on valuables. If 
someone does not have a driver's license, 
a number will be provided by the local 
police department. This makes stolen 
items Immediately traceable to their 
owners, and a thief cannot claim stolen 
property as his own. 


After engraving valuables, each owner 


will be given a window dccal proclaim- 
ing, "All items of value on these prem- 
ises have been marked for ready identi- 
fication by law enforcement agencies." 


SPONSORS OF THE program say the 


window decals will act as a foil to bur- 
glars, claiming that once a burglar 
know* that items in a house are marked, 
he,may think twice about burglarizing 
the residence. And the "fence" who sells 
stolen property may be hesitant to try to 
sell marked valuables. If a fence won't 
buy an item, the burglar has lost his 
market, they say. 


Operation Identification comes at a 


time when daytime residential burglaries 
in the United States have increased 286 
per cent in the last 10 years. 


The idea of Operation Identification 


was introduced in Monterey Park, Calif., 
in 1963 when homeowners responded to a 
police department circular and began 
marking their valuables. Since then, only 
20 burglaries have occurred in more than 
5,000 participating households. By con- 
trast, more than 2,000 burglaries have 
been committed in 6,000 nonparticipating 
households during the same period.

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Suburban Republicans End Season With Losing Record

Suburban Republican voters finished a 


long election Mason with a losing record 
on the national, state and county levels: 
Won, 5; Lost, 7; one In doubt. 


In localized races, suburbanites mostly 


went with the known quantities, reelec- 
ting incumbents down the line In five 
state legislative districts and returning 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane to Congress 
with • vast majority In the 12th Congres- 
sional District The exception to the rule 
of Incumbency was In the new loth Con- 
gressional District, where voters picked 


Republican Samuel H. Young of Glen- 
view over incumbent Democrat Abner 
Mlkva, although Mikva Is an Incumbent 
in another district. 


Suburban voters bucked a losing tide in 


delivering heavy votes for Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie and secretary of state candi- 
date Edmund Kucharsld. 


But they cast the decisive vote in the 


Big One, giving Bernard Carey a nearly 
2-1 suburban margin over State's Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahan to provide the 
votes he needed to overcome a sur- 
pringiy slim Hanrahan lead in Chicago. 
In the townships of Maine, Elk Grove, 


Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheeling 
alone, Carey plied up nearly a 100,000 
vote lead over Hanrahan. 


Thousands of suburban Republicans 


who had switched to the Democratic 
Party primary in March to vote for Dan 
Walker and Hanrahan returned to the 
fold, giving Gov. Ogilvie nearly a 2-1 
edge in the five Northwest townships, 
and a better margin to Carey. 


But Ogllvie's suburban margin proved 


of no avail, as did those of Kucharskl 
and five of the seven GOP candidates for 
Cook County offices. 


T11E OUTCOME of the state comptrol- 


ler's race, in which the suburbs went 
heavily for Republican George Lindberg, 
state representative from Crystal Lake 
was still in doubt late yesterday. With 
97.7 per cent of the vote reported, Lind- 
berg held a lead of 2,155,461 over Down- 
state Democrat Dean Barringer's 
2,029,786. 


As county results continued to accumu- 


late yesterday, Republicans Donald Mu- 
lack, who sought the job of county coro- 
ner, and Lucy Ream, candidate for 
recorder of deeds, were holding nearly 
2-1 advantages in the suburbs, but they 
were overcome by the strong Democratic 


vote In the city for incumbents Andrew 
Toman and Sidney Olsen. Republican 
Robert Sklodowsti failed to match the 
suburban showing of his running mates 
in the suburbs, running something under 
60 per cent while gaining only about 34 
per cent in the city in his bid against 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher.

Offers 


Many Services

A favorite pastime for many patrons of 


the Arlington Heights Memorial Library 
Is to brow through the shelves, looking 
for interesting books to take home and 
read. But some people are handicapped, 
and can nlether browse or read standard 
books. 


Still, the library Is for them, too. Sev- 


eral services — Talking Books, large- 
print books and reading magnifiers — 
are maintained by the library for the vis- 
ually and physically handicapped. 


Talking Books ore recorded on 10-inch 


discs at 18 r p m., providing 45 minutes 
of reading to a side. The labels arc print- 
ed in braille as well as type. Titles are 
available In many areas, and the Read- 
er's Digest is also recorded on Talking 
Books. 


Talking Books are available to the 


blind and those with acute visual handi- 
caps, as well as those with physical dis- 
abilities that make it impossible or very 
difficult to hold or turn pages of a stan- 
dard book. To be eligible, a person must 
register with the Community Services for 
the Visually Handicapped. Forms and In- 
formation are available from the library. 


TUB LIBRARY HAS only some 30 ti- 


tles In Talking Books, but a much larger 
collection is available through the North 
Suburban Library System (NSLS) said 
Jay Larson, adult services librarian at 
the local library. Larson sold service Is 
very fast from the sub-regional libraries 
at Elgin and Waukegan, and Talking 
Books are delivered directly to tho bor- 
rower. 


Besides Talking Books themselves, the 


library owns two Talking Book machin- 
es, machines that look like a standard 
record player but with turntable speeds 
written in braille, large controls and an 
Instruction record, Larson said. The local 
library machines ore loaned to newly 
registered Talking Book users until they 
receive on permanent loan their own ma- 
chine from Community Services to the 
Visually Handicapped. 


Larson said about 35 Arlington Heights 


residents are registered for Talking Book 
service. But he would like to see even 
wider use of the service. 


He emphasized that while the Arling- 


ton library has only 30 Talking Books, 
many more are readily available. He 
said tho local library collection is used 
for loan to newly registered Talking 
Book users who ore waiting for a selec- 
tion from the NSLS.

Schools Alone 
Can't Help 
The Children 


Schools alone can't be responsible for 


tho development of children, was one of 
the conclusions reached by a panel of 
educators who spoke at the Arlington 
Heights Council of PTAs yesterday. 


The panel included Donald V. Strong, 


superintendent of School Dist. 25, Mari- 
lyn Moricr, Harper Junior College board 
member, Robert Splnks, principal of 
Thomas Junior High and Father Patrick 
Render, associate principal of St. Viator 
High School. 


"When I moved to suburbia, I thought 


I was moving my kids to a mccca where 
the school system could do everything 
for them," sold Mrs. Moricr. "But now I 
know the schools alone can't make a 
whole person out of children." 


FATHER RENDER emphasized that 


parents, schools and society must work 
togther for the education of children. 
But, he sold, there ore pressures working 
against cooperation. 


"Tho pressures of achievement and 


success are on both children and their 
parents," Father Render said. "The kids 
sense the pressures but don't have the 
same goals as their parents. The kids 
don't bavcta status goal because they are 
comfortable now." 


Render says confused goals plus tho 


need for achievement makes for passive 
students. 


Mrs. Marier, however, said subur- 


banites aren't in as much of a conflict as 
some people may think. 


"Goals have to be set at home, and 


success is only part of the goal," she 
said. "We have the affluence, now one ot 
our goals is to use what we have in a 
better way." 


The panel discussion of attitudes slow-

laid attitude* and values are in a constant 
state of flux for both young and old alike. 
But Splnks said Issues may change but 
there are some attitudes that don't 
change. 


large, ever-expanding record collection 
that contains recordings of prose, poetry 
and drama readings, as well as readings 
In non-fiction areas.

For those with visual handicaps not

These books are 
printed In type that Is about three times 
larger than standard print. 


The Arlington library has between 200 


and 300 large-print books in its collect- 
Ion, which is constantly expanded. Lar- 
son said large-print books are also avail- 
able on Inter-library loan, which would In- 
clude access to the state library in 
Springfield. Besides regular books, a 
large-print encyclopedia is also available 
at the library. 


AND FOR THOSE WHO want to read 


a book that Is not available In large 
print, the library owns five reading mag- 
nifiers that enlarge regular type to the 
size of that In large-print books. The 
magnifiers have their own stand and 
light, and were purchased by the library 
for $140 each, Larson said. Two are kept 
in the adult reading room of the library; 
the other three ore circulated. Larson 
said the three circulating magnifiers are 
on loan most of the time, but the library 
has no plans to purchase, more at this 
time. 


Larson said that those interested in the 


library's services to the visually and 
physically handicapped should contact ci- 
ther himself or a reference librarian. 


"It's a fantastic service," he said.

The program will be adminis- 
tered by Bert Gideens, Mount Prospect 
chief of police.

Heights police, said the state grant will 
purchase 141 engraving pens, 700 cards 
for merchants' windows, 151,200 window 
decals and 37,800 bumper stickers and in- 
struction manuals. English said the pens 
and other paraphernalia will be dis- 
tributed among the three municipalities 
on the basis of population, but added that 
materials may be shared among the 
three if the need arises. 


Here's how Operation Identification 


will work: 


Engraving pens will be loaned free of 


charge to area residents. Each resident 
will use the pens to mark his or her driv- 
er's license number on valuables. If 
someone docs not have a driver's license, 


a number will be provided by the local 
police department. This makes stolen 
items Immediately traceable to their 
owners, and a thief cannot claim stolen 
property as his own. 


After engraving valuables, each owner 


will be given a window decal proclaim- 
ing, "All items of value on these prem- 
ises have been marked for ready identi- 
fication by law enforcement agencies." 


SPONSORS OF THE program say the 


window decals will act as a foil to bur- 
glars, claiming that once a burglar 
knows that items in a house are marked, 
he may think twice about burglarizing 
the residence. And the "fence" who sells 
stolen property may be hesitant to try to 
sell marked valuables. If a fence won't' 
buy an item, the burglar has lost his 
market, they say. 


Operation Identification comes at a 


time when daytime residential burglaries 
in the United States have increased 286 
per cent in the last 10 years. 


Architects To Plan Cultural Center 


Architects from the Chicago area soon 


will bo approached by members of the 
Arlington Heights Cultural Commission 
In an attempt to get some idea of what a 
local cultural center could look like, it 
was decided at commission meeting last 
night. 


An architect will be employed, at an 


estimated cost of $25,000, after the com- 
mission accepts a theater plan. A prelim- 
inary plan, to Include a 500-seat theater 
that would open into'a 1,800-seat concert 
hall, has been submitted to the com- 
mission by George C. Izenour, a theater 
consultant. The plan probably will be ap- 
proved by the end of the month. 


The commission also decided to reac- 


tivate an advisory subcommittee and to 
try to rcinterest local theater groups in a 
cultural center. Four local theater 
groups blame the commission for quash- 
ing a $500,000 theater building they had 
hoped to include In an upcoming park 
district referendum. 


"WE FULLY SUPPORT tho concept of 


a community theater, and should It ap- 


pear within the near future that a cultur- 
al center will not be constructed, we will 
support your efforts to build a small the- 
ater," said a commission letter of recon- 
ciliation with Village Theater Inc., the 
largest theater group in the area. 


"After a while, tempers will cool, and 


if we work toward something the theater 
groups can use they'll join us," sold Sid- 
ney Rosenfeld, chairman of the commis- 
sion. 


The commission also discussed ways of 


raising $2 million, the approximate cost 
of the proposed cultural center. 


Rosenfeld suggested that fund raising 


for the project start immediately by 
"making quiet inquiries." There is a pos- 
sibility of obtaining a grant for the 
$25,000 worth of preliminary architect 
drawings. But if the grant is not avail- 
able, some members felt that raising the 
money would be a good test of public 
support. 


"It won't be difficult to get 25 to 100 


people to raise the $25,000 in a few 


months," said Jesse Jacobs, commission 
member. 


According to Don Morton, commission 


member and president of Arlington Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan Association, 
funds aren't going to be very easy to 
come by for either the architect or the $2 
million building.

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Suburban Republicans End Season With Losing Record

Suburban Republican voters finished a 


long election season with a loiing record 
on the national, state and county level*: 
Won. 5; Lost. 7; one In doubt. 


In localized races, suburbanites mostly 


went with the known quantities, reclcc- 
ting Incumbents down the line in five 
state legislative districts and returning 
U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane to Congress 
with o vast majority In the 12th Congres- 
sional District. The exception to the rule 
of Incumbency was In the new 10th Con- 
gressional District, where voters picked 


Republican Samuel H. Young of Glen- 
view over Incumbent Democrat Abner 
Mlkva, although Mlkva Is an Incumbent 
in another district 


Suburban voters bucked a losing tide in 


delivering heavy votes for Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvlc and secretary of state candi- 
date Edmund Kucharskl. 


But they cast the decisive vote in the 


Big One, giving Bernard Carey a nearly 
2-1 suburban margin over State's Atty. 
Edward V. Hanrahan to provide the 
votes he needed to overcome a sur- 
pringly slim Hanrahan lead in Chicago. 
In the townships of Maine, Elk Grove, 


Palatine, Schaumburg and Wheeling 
alone, Carey piled up nearly a 100,000 
vote lead over Hanrahan. 


Thousands of suburban Republicans 


who had switched to the Democratic 
Party primary in March to vote for Dan 
Walker and Hanrahan returned to the 
fold, giving Gov. Ogilvie nearly a 2-1 
edge In the five Northwest townships, 
and a better margin to Carey. 


But Ogilvie's suburban margin proved 


.of no avail, as did those of Kucharski 
and five of the seven GOP candidates for 
Cook County offices. 


THE OUTCOME of the state comptrol- 


ler's race, in which the suburbs went 
heavily for Republican George Lindberg, 
state representative from Crystal Lake 
was still in doubt late yesterday. With 
97.7 per cent of the vote reported, Lind- 
berg held a lead of 2,155,461 over Down- 
s t a t e Democrat Dean Barringer's 
2,029,786. 


As county results continued to accumu- 


late yesterday, Republicans Donald Mu- 
lack, who sought the job of county coro- 
ner, and Lucy Reum, candidate for 
recorder of deeds, were holding nearly 
2-1 advantages in the suburbs, but they 
were overcome by the strong Democratic 


vote in the city for incumbents Andrew 
Toman and Sidney Olsen. Republican 
Robert Sklodowski failed to match the 
suburban showing of his running mates 
in the suburbs, running something under 
60 per cent while gaining only about 34 
per cent in the city in his bid against 
Circuit Court Clerk Matthew Danaher. 


Despite heavy suburban margins for 


the three Republican candidates for the 
board of trustees of the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, only Republican Joan 
Anderson of Western Springs salvaged a 
seat on the board in the face of the over- 


whelming Democratic vote in Chicago 
for that race. 


The suburbs followed the state and na- 


tional tides in the victories of Sen. 
Charles Percy and President Nixon. The 
five Northwest suburb townships, with 
only scattered precincts not reporting, 
showed Percy with a margin of 146,767 
over U.S. Rep. Roman Pucinski's 53,548. 
In those townships, the President had ac- 
cumulated 
138,586 
votes over Sen. 


McGovern's 47,100.

Of Courses At Oakton

Mayor Daley, "Sister Carrie," Frank 


Lloyd Wright and Montgomery Ward will 
hnvu something in common at Oakton 
Community College next semester. 


That common bond, the City of Chi- 


cago, will be the theme of a special 
group of courses In politics, culture, liter- 
ature and environment to be offered for 
the first time at Oakton Community Col- 
lege during the next semester beginning 
Jan. 10.1073. 


The Chicago symposium rejects the 


traditional division of academic subjects. 
Although It Includes regular courses In 
environmental science, political science, 
literature, and modern culture offered at 
Oakton, tho four academic areas will be 
studied and discussed as a whole In one 
three hour classroom session and one 
field trip per week. 


Hopefully, students will sec the rela- 


tionship between these academic areas, 
said Richard Storlngcr, assistant profes- 
sor of communications and program 
chairman. Tho combination of different 
areas of study and a focus on something 
that Is familiar, the City of Chicago 
should make tho program more clcvant 
to the students, ho said. 


"TOO OFTEN students forget what 


they learn because It doesn't have any 
relationship to anything they know," said 
Slorlngcr. 


Maurice Weltlauf, Instructor In envi- 


ronmental science at Oakton and one of 


the four teachers in the symposium, said 
the combination of courses helps stu- 
dents see the relationship between them. 
"The world is not separate, independent 
and compartmentalized," he said. Edu- 
cation shouldn't be categorized either, he 
said. 


Students will register for all four 


courses in one semester for a total of 12 
c o l l e g e credits. Additional elective 
courses arc available in sociology, phi- 
losophy, and • psychology if the student 
wants to take more than the four re- 
quired courses. Instructors in the sym- 
posium are Storlnger, Weltlauf, Mary Mil- 
tier, instructor In humanities, and Bill 
Taylor, Instructor in political science. 


The program is scheduled so working 


people In Uie community can also regis- 
ter for the symposium. Classes will be 
held on Tuesday nights from 6:30 to 9:30 
p.m. and a field trip on Friday from 1 to 
5 p.m. Lab work Is scheduled every third 
Thursday from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m. 


THE SYMPOSIUM includes two term 


projects that students will work on In 
small groups. They can choose one 
neighborhood In Chicago, perhaps a 
neighborhood they grew up in, and ex- 
plore the politics, culture, environment 
and literature of the area. 


The symposium will meet for lab work 


every three weeks, said Weltlauf. One 
experiment that has been planned by the

ton's registered voters turned out to give 
Mikva a 6,240 vote township margin.

Schlickman was glad the race was 


over. "I personally campaigned-harder 
this time than in any race for the state 
legislature," said the man who was re- 
districted out of 80 per cent of his home 
territory. He admitted he ran almost as 
hard as during the 1969 Congressional 
runoff, when he, John Nimrod and Sam 
Young, all winners Tuesday, were de- 
feated. 


"It just shows that John Nimrod, Sam 


Young and Schlickman don't fade away, 
they win," said the legislator, who'll be- 
gin his fifth term In Springfield next, 
year. •...

SCHLICKMAN was not as confident of 


victory at 8 p.m. Tuesday when he 
walked Into the Wheeling Township Re- 
publican headquarters, where precinct 
workers were already jubilant about the 
Presidential win and still pretty sure 
that Dick Ogllvle could beat Dan Walker. 
"You're a winner. You've got it made," 
they told Schlickman, grabbing for his 
arm.

I'll be in trouble." 


But by 9:30 p.m., Schlickman's worries 


were over. Juckett called to tell him 
Warman had conceded. There was no 
victory speech. "I feel better than I have 
in months," was Schlickman's only com- 
ment, as his hand brushed over the pock- 
et containing the speech he'd written in 
case of a loss. 


Later, after the word spread through 


the Wheeling headquarters that Schlick- 
man had won, he attributed his victory 
to campaigning as a legislative team 
with Juckett and Nimrod. "We cam- 
paigned for each other. We worked as 
ateam," was all he would say. 


AFTER ALL precinct results were to- 


taled yesterday, Schlickman had come 
in second in the race. He carried the 
most votes in Wheeling Township, his 
home ground; and came hi second in 
Maine Township and fourth in Niles 
Township. 


The'results were "much better than 


expected," according to Schlickman. "I 
expected I would come in third," he said. 


Schlickman will return to Springfield 


Nov. 26 for what he calls "a lame duck 
session." But he won't be as happy as he 
would have been because Ogilvie will be 
one of those "lame ducks." 


"I'm sick about it," he said. "It won't 


affect me personally in the legislature, 
but the state has lost a good man. It'll 
take people four years to appreciate

VCARRIED only 25 of Maine's 


129 precincts, losing by 2 to 1 margin In 
many areas. Largest turnout was in unin- 
corporated Precinct 109, where Mikva 
hoped for great strength, with 738 voters 
supporting the Congressman but a sub- 
stantial 669 voting for Young. 


As expected, Young's homo township, 


Northfield, provided a strong 2 to 1 Re- 
publican vote. Mlkva, who won less than 
a dozen Northfield precincts, totaled 
10,468 votes. Young won 18,417 as 77.9 per 
cent of registered voters turned out. 


The election outcome was a nip-and- 


tuck, wait-and-see event late Monday. 
Young was worried about radio news 
predictions that he was losing when he 
entered his Skokie headquarters by a 
back door about 10 p.m. 


At the same time in Niles, .Mikva 


workers were cheering early returns. A 
10 per cent return showed the congress- 
man ahead by 2,000 votes. Twenty and 30 
per cent counts pushed Mikva ahead by 
5,000 votes. 
The roof began to cave as remnants 


of the 3,0000-volunteer Mikva force dined 
on rye bread, tuna casserole, baked po- 
tatoes, beer and Polish sausage at the 
Home of the White Eagle — when Young 
grabbed a 500-vote lead with 40 per cent 
of the returns reported. 


IN A BALLROOM dominated by young- 


sters who hod just voted in their first 
election, Mikva never caught up as work- 
ers posted precinct totals. Young 
snatched a 5,000-vote margin about 10 
p.m. with 70 per cent of the vote reported 
when Mikva's campaign manager an- 
nounced "bad news." With 431 precincts 
reporting, Young had topped 100,000 
votes. "We cannot, in my estimation, 
make up those 5,0*0 odd votes," be said. 


Workers cried, the celebration ended' 


and about 30 minutes later, Mikva en- 
tered the hall. 


"We got out of it all we could," Mikva 


said. "It hurts too much to laugh. You're 


too young to cry," he added referring to 
a quotation of the late Adloi Stevenson. 


Standing on a chair, with his wife and 


three daughters nearby, he told more 
than 800 supporters that "efforts of 
people like you do make a difference. 
Hang In there. I intend to hong In there." 


THE CONGRESSMAN. Who said he 


will return to Washington until his terra 
ends Jan. 3, refused to speculate about 
his first return to private life in 14 years 
as workers called for his candidacy in 
1974.Mikva left the hall as he entered, 
quickly with television cameras rolling. 


In Skokie, Young greeted his volun- 


teers with hands raised and crossed fin- 
gers. When the outcome became appar- 
ent, he popped a big smile, forgot the 
weariness of another long campaign day 
and raised a victory sign. 


Young referred to pessimistic radio 


news tallies in his acceptance speech. 
"Coming over here I was almost ready 
to prepare a condolence speech," he 
said. "I thought I would have a vote 
m a r g i n closer to (Gov. Richard) 
Ogilvic's. When I was traveling over 
here from Maine Township headquarters 
I heard on the radio that there was a 56 
to 44 margin for Mikva. When I got here 
(and saw the figures on the board) I 
thought at least I have a chance."

'Hold Budget line,' Board Orders 


The Elk Grove Township Dist 59 


School Board gave the administration • 
general directive to "bold the line" in 
planning the 1973-74 school year budget 


The board Issued its directive at the 


regular meeting Monday evening. The 
administration had requested guidance 
from the board before beginning work on 
the new budget 


In a memo to the board, the adminis- 


tration said "hold the line" implies "as 
much restraint as possible in all items," 
but "there are some built-in increases 
due to negotiated agreements with em- 
ployes, changes in cost of items pur- 
chased and so on." 


Board member Allen Sparks, in mak- 


ing the motion on the directive, said the 
board and administration should develop 
a list of additional programs and ser- 
vices which may be added to the budget 
if funds are available. 


DURING THE AUDIENCE participa- 


tion portion of the meeting, a librarian 
from neighboring School Dist 25 in Ar- 
lington Heights asked why the board did 


not apply for federal funding under a 
"Title U" provision for school aid. 


Under the program, federal funds are 


distributed to the states. School districts 
in the Individual states then apply for the 
funds which are used to purchase any 
library and learning center materials ex- 
cept books. 


The funds are distributed to all schools 


applying, pro-rated on the total enroll- 
ment of each district. 


Based on the money Dist 25 received, 


it is estimated that Dist. 59 would have 
received $15,000 if the board had applied 
for the funds. 


JAMES ERVTTI, superintendent of 


Dist. 59, said the district would have to 
spend almost as much additional money 
from local taxes as would be received 
from the government under "Title II" 
provisions if the district participated In 
the program. 


Erviti said the district was using its 


full staff to administer the purchasing 
and use of "several hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars of material," purchased 
under a bond referendum. To purchase

59 would re- 
ceive more than $1 million in increased 
state aid for education if the district was 
a unit district 
, 
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any additional material would require 
additional personnel. 


Additional materials could be pur* 


chased, said Erviti, but the items would 
remain in shipping cases, since there 
was no staff available to administer us- 
age of the items. 


ERVITI SAID the district's purchasing 


program under the bond issue would be 
completed at the end of next year. At 
that time, the district will seek material 
under the federal provision, according to 
Erviti.

Chicago River, forced the city to bring 
water into the city from the lake, far 
offshore. The novels of that period depict 
characters who live in a polluted atmos- 
phere. 


The architecture 
of Frank Lloyd 


Wright will also be discussed in the sym- 
posium. Wright abhored the city and de- 
signed the ranch house for country living 
in the suburbs, said Storinger. Students 
will compare Wright's architectural ideal 
with modern housing developments in 
the city and suburbs today. 


UHBAN PUNNING Is a topic that 


deals with all four of the subject areas, 
said Storinger. An urban renewal project 
must be examined by 700 separate gov- 
ernment bodies In Chicago before it can 
be approved, he said. Architecture is 
also important as well as ecological land- 
scaping and pollution is a consideration 
In choosing a location and planning trans- 
portation. A novel that can be read in 
conjunction with urban planning is "Wai- 
den II," said Storinger.

tion of "The Lion in Winter" is most Im- 
pressive. It's first class theater with • 
great deal more emotional substance 
than the usual love triangle comedies. 


The momentum behind the two-act 


drama, that has Its share of dry humor 
too, is set by Hank Vandenboom who 
does an excellent job of portraying Hen- 
ry II. King of England. 


The community theater actor from

One always takes a chance, when buy- 


Ing a used car, that it is on the verge of 
a mechanical breakdown, despite the 
fact that Its previous owner was "a little 
old lady who never took it out of the ga- 
rage." Even more serious, however, is 
the fact that many used cars were at one 
time recalled because of safety defects 
but were never taken to the dealer for 
corrective repairs. 


"Unsuspecting used cor buyers may be 


buying cars with possibly defective en- 
gine mounts, or faulty rear axlea, or 
steering wheel spokes that may break, or 
air heaters that may emit carbon mono- 
xide" warns the National Safety. Council. 


Since the passage of the National Traf- 


fic and Motor Vehicle Safety Act of 1966, 
more than 30 million cars have been re- 
called. Auto makers estimate that about 
BO per cent of the owners of new cars 
bring them in for the necessary repairs, 
but In the-casc of cars four or five years 
old, the figure drops to about SO per cent. 


If tho repairs are not made and the 


owner fails to tell the dealer that the car 
has a potential safety hazard, the next 
owner will be unaware that he may be 
driving around in a death-trap, the NSC 
said. 


ACCORDING TO Jim Klelty, road safe- 


\y supervisor for the NSC, "Only one out 
of 10 Chicago area car dealers contacted 
claimed to provide both inspection and 
necessary recall-related repairs before 
putting the trade-in cars out on their 
used cor lots." 


Kiclty urged used car buyers to ask 


the dealer to check the car's serial num- 
ber against the warranty processing cen- 
ters of the manufacturer. These data 
banks contain the serial numbers of all 
recalled vehicles. " 


The trend to go "back to the land," to 


revive our cultural roots by gardening 
nnd farming, perhaps reliving happier 
times, Is apparent all around us. 


A unique farm project that goes one 


step further Is the National Colonial 
Farm near Washington, D.C., just across 
(he Potomac River from Mount Vcrnon. 
It was started to preserve, protect and 
propagate tho growing things of the 
1750s. 


The farm Is open dally In the summer- 


time for visitors, and I think you may 
want to vljlt It some vacation, as I do, 
after I tell you about It. 


One can walk through patches of In- 


dian corn, tobacco and husk tomatoes 
and watch farm workers cut standing 
crops with an old-fashioned cradle scythe 
or a pioneer's broad hoc. 


Since many seeds and plants arc no 


longer available, genetic research is 
being utilized to recreate vanishing 
strains, like the American chestnut tree 
which was just about knocked out by a 
blight In 1903. 


THE NUT WAS a food source for the 


settlers, as well as for pigs and wild tur- 
keys. The bark of the chestnut was used 
for tanning leather (tannin), Is rot-proof 
wood for homes. 


The ISO-acre farm, which is being 


maintained by the National Park Ser- 
vice, has been cited by the Smithsonian 
Institution as an "agricultural museum" 
able to supply historically valuable seed 
stock. 


Sunflowers, North American natives, 


held Importance as an oil for cooking as 
well as slicking down hair. (Today, sun- 
flowers arc big in the health food depart- 
ment.) 


One of the more interesting crops 


grown at the farm Is the ground cherry, 
also called husk tomato. Each tomato is 
enclosed in a separate husk, Just as com 
is. When the husk falls off the plant, the 
tomatoe Is ripe. (You can buy husk to- 
matoe seeds from R. H. Shumway 
Seedsman, Rockford, 111. 61101.) 


One very common colonial crop, I'm 


afraid, will be missing. Hemp, used by 
the settlers to make rope, is outlawed in 
20th century America. We call it mari- 
juana. 


All recalled models are also listed in 


"Motor Vehicle Safety Defect Recall 
Campaigns," available from the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D. C. These 
listings, five in all, cost from 30 to 60 
cents each. 


Klelty called for automobile dealer as- 


sociations to require all used car dealers 
to make recall repairs — or, he sug- 
gested, this could be required by law. 
Other measures might be to refuse insur- 
ance coverage to vehicles with uncor- 
rected defects and to include recall de- 
fects In vehicle inspections that are car- 
ried out by states and municipalities.

The Federal Trade Commission has 


charged three pesticide manufacturers 
with making deceptive safety claims for 
certain products. The FTC said the firms 
"misrepresent the products as safe, non- 
toxic and hazard-free, (and) fall to dis- 
close that they are dangerous to health, 
and detract from the effectiveness of in- 
structions and warnings on labeling." 


The companies and products named in 


the complaints 
are Hercules, 
Inc., 


makers of Toxaphene and Delnav; Union 
Carbide Corp. — Sevln and Sevlmol; and 
FMC Corp. — Furadan, TWodan, Ethion 
and Slnox. 


Toxaphene, the FTC charged, is not a 


"soft, non-persistent, non-mobile" pesti- 
cide as Hercules claims. Toxaphene is a 
chlorinated hydrocarbon used largely for 
agricultural pests and has been the cul- 
prit in massive fish kills in the past 


Sevln and Sevimol, the FTC alleged, 


causes a problem by drifting and "should 
not be handled without fear of causing 
harmful side effects." Union Carbide had 
claimed these carbaryl insecticides are 
more safe for insects, human beings and 
the environment than many other in- 
secticides. They are used in dusting trees 
and shrubs for bagworms and in- 
chworms, among other things. 


IN DISPUTING the safety of the four 


FMC products, the FTC observed that 
Thiodnn Is especially harmful to bees. 
Used frequently on ornamental plants 
and on vegetables and fruits, Thiodan is 
a chlorinated hydrocarbon and consid- 
ered persistent. 


Ethion Is an organophosphate used on 


fruits for aphids, leaf hoppers, maggots 
and other pests. Although it is less per- 
sistent, it can be absorbed through the 
skin and should not be handled without 
gloves. It is also sold under the names 
Niagara 1240 and Nialate. 


The FTC is considering ordering the 


firms to display the skull and crossbones 
on the labels of these products, as well 
as warnings indicating that the product 
"can be injurious to health."

It's been around for yers 
and can only assume it's one of the safe 
additives.

think I've ever seen in your column? A 
little washing soda added to the dish- 
water softens it — and the dishes, silver 
and glassware come out sparkling. When 
the dishwater is then poured down the 
sink drain, the dissolved soda helps keep 
the drainpipes free from clogging and 
helps to eliminate any possible odor.

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Carey Win Seen As Very Significant For Republicans 


by ROGER CAPETHNI 


Republican Bernard Carey dealt a 


•Ugierug blow to the Cook County 
Democratic machine Tuesday by defeat- 
Ing Edward Hanrahan for state's attor- 
ney in what must be considered one of 
the most serious political upsets in re: 
cent years. 


Political observers yesterday said the 


decisive Carry victory may have sig- 
naled the beginning of the end of the 
Democratic party's control of the county 
as well as the political career for the 
controversial Hanrahan. 


Carey, a former FBI agent and under- 


sheriff of Cook County, combined a 
heavy COP vote In the suburbs with a 
remarkable showing In Chicago to unseat 
the Incumbent Hanrahan, who campaign- 
ed on a tough, law-and-order platform. 


With 5,064 of the 5,261 precincts report- 


ed countywtde, Carey led Hanrahan by 
almost 130,000 votes, with 1,167372 voters 
casting for Carey and 1,038,6M for Han- 
rahan. 


IN THE 27 SUBURBAN townships, 


Carey grabbed 60.6 per cent of the vote, 
outdistancing the fiery Incumbent by 
more than 200,000 votes. Carey received 
575,394 votes In the suburbs to 374,916 for 
Hanrahan. 


The key to Carey's upset victory, how- 


ever, came In the City of Chicago, where 
Carey received slightly more than 47 per 
cent of the vote, based on unofficial re- 
turns. 


With 3,064 of the city's 4.209 precincts 


reported, Carey trailed Hanraban by 
only slightly more than 70,000 votes. 


Based on the incomplete returns, 


Carey appeared to have carried at least 
21 of the city's 50 wards, with 663,750 
votes for Hanrahan and 592,478 for 
Carey, or 47.2 per cent of the votes 
counted. 


Carey also carried 21 of the 27 subur- 


ban townships, Including the five in the 
Northwest suburban area — Elk Grove, 
M a i n e , Palatine, Schaumburg and 
Wheeling. 


Hanrahan appeared to have won only

Hanrahan, Incumbent state's attorney 


and eventual loser, arrived at his head- 
quarters shortly after the polls closed, 
smilingly confident, with warm greetings 
for friends and even a kind word for 
waiting newsmen. 


Carey, the Republican challenger, was 


smiling at friends and well-wishers. But 
ho was more cautious about the outcome, 
bccauso he remembered his slim loss to 
another Democratic candidate in his 
race for sheriff two years ago. You could 
hear the strain in his voice when he told 
his five small children, "We're going to 
win kids.

Hanrahan'a headquarters had taken on 
the mood of a funeral home just before a 
wake, while Carey and his wife Mary 
Rita stood side by side like the bride and 
groom at a gala wedding reception. 


Ralph Berkowltz, Carey's press secre- 


tary, had begun assuring people as early 


closer than we thought," be promised 
supporters a victory party later In the 
evening. 


After that announcement, he walked 


the two blocks from his headquarters to 
the Democratic command post in the 
Sherman House, where, he met with May- 
or Richard Daley for nearly an hour. 


When he returned to his headquarters, 


Hanrahan appeared shaken and unsmil- 
ing, but was not ready to admit defeat. 
Instead, he thanked the crowd and said, 
"I'll apologize to those of my friends and 
supporters for any uneasiness or dis- 
comfort my manner or method may have 
caused them. I've always believed In 
what I've done. I've tried not to romance 
anyone. And I'll always do that, no mat- 
ter what the consequences." 


CAREY, meanwhile, was being backed 


Into a corner by throngs of celebrating 
Republicans, independents and even a 
few Democrats. 


The Rev. Jesse Jackson, black leaders 


of Operation PUSH; Donald Page Moore, 
independent Democrat who lost to Han- 
rahan in the primary; victorious Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William Scott, County Com- 
missioner Joseph Woods, and Donald 


Norwood Park and Stickney townships. 


AMONG THE LARGEST vote margins 


rolled up for Carey in the suburbs were 
those he compiled in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Palatine and Wheeling and Elk 
Grove townships led the list for Carey, 
giving the unflappable candidate more 
than a 2 to 1 advantage. Maine and 
Schaumburg townships delivered mar- 
gins of only slightly less than 2 to 1 for 
Carey.

In scattered black precincts throughout 
the city. As Carey's losses In the city 
declined, his winning margins In the sub- 
urbs were Increasing. 


AT ONE POINT when the actual vote 


total showed Carey trailing 28,000 votes 
behind Hanrahan, Berkowitz announced 
that the tide had turned and Carey would 
win by at least 50,000 votes. 


Carey supporters were enthusiastic, 


but the candidate was not taking any 
chances that the projections might be 
wrong.

In a few weeks.,But Smith remains side- 
lined until early'January, perhaps lodger 
depending upon reconditioning. 


Brown, Smith and 15 other sophomores 


represent the true future of Maine North 
basketball.

seman cagers crack the magic 20 barrier 
lost winter.

That's hard to pre- 
dict" 


There are two reasons for height 


anemia at North: A) The kids never 
grew, and B) North's 1,500 enrollment Is 
the league's smallest, as much as 2,000 
below other CSL schools. 


"I might feel a little bad walking 


around the halls but there just isn't any- 
one over 6-1," Nelson didn't complain. 


"We approached Dan Polz (6-5) when 


he was a freshman but he's an out- 
standing swimmer. Dan's the only fclliw 
around here you hove to look up a ways 
to see." 


It's for certain that lettermen Mickey 


Drewes (6-0 forward) and guard Frank 
Yturriago (5-11 guard) will start. 


Drewes played sparingly last winter, 


averaging 3.6 points. But Yturriago led 
the team with 90 assists while averaging 
7.8 points. 


Lone "tall man" Wilson will end up at 


center. Beyond that, all is uncertain, 
pending the status of Smith and Brown.
